Although the Security Council has been called to discuss the recent 
Gaza flare-up, tension has eased along the Egyptian-Israeli border since 
both sides on Sunday agreed to a proposal by General Burns, the U.N 


Truce Chief, for an. unconditional cease-fire. 


Apart from the inadvertent 


crossing of the demarcation line by an Israeli patrol, which resulted in 


the death of two Israeli soldiers, 


the cease-fire has remained intact. 


Indicative of the improved position was the handing over of the bodies 
by the Egyptians with full military honours.

SECURITY COUNCIL 
SUMMONED 


Initiative by Western 
Powers

The United Nations Security Coun- 
cil will meet here today to consider the 
Israeli-Egyptian conflict. The meet- 
ing was convened at the request of the 
Western Powers. 


The Council will discuss measures. for 
the cessation of hostilities and the preven- 
tion.of further incidents in the Gaza afea. 


Separating Armed Forces

He is reported to be the 
second Egyptian soldier to have taken 
this action in the past week.

At a Specially conyened session, the 
Knesset last week approved a resolu- 
tion stating that emigration to. Israel 
was the only practical solution to the 
danger facing North African. Jewry. 
lt requested the Government to present 


a programme for financing increased 
immigration and absorption; and called 
on Jews in Israel and the Dtaspora, 


particularly those in the United States, 
to mobilise the necessary funds. - : 
A motion submitted by the religious 
parties suggesting that new immigrants be 
allowed: to choose the type of. settlement 


they wished to enter was defeated by 29 - 


votcs to 14, with 27 abstentions, 

During the debate, the Minister of 
Finance: Mr. Eshkol, satd that 
1£75. 000.000 would be needed to finance 


this year’s immigration programme for 


North Africa. He explained that the 
funds. at present derived from appeals. 
bonds, reparations, etc., were mortgaged’ 
for the next six to eight years for develop- 
ment purposes and the integration of the 
existing . population, gewhich. includes 
between. 700.000 and 800,000 immigrants. 


Increased Taxation 


The bulk. of the funds to finance the 
North: African -immigtation programme 
Was expected to. come from Diaspora 
communities, in accordance. with picdges 
given: at the meeting of the Actions 


Ihe Israeli. contribution. said. Mr. 
Eshkol, would come through increased 
taxation. He proposed, for example, to 
impose duty on tobacco and ailcoho!

‘a very definite trend toward migration 
Pt the disturbed areas (Algeria and 
Morocco), and the direction of that trend 
is Israel." It relates that between May, 
1948, and May. 1955, some 80,000 Jews 
from North Africa have entered Israel. 
The sub-committee discussed the matter 
with Jewish Agency experts who esti- 
mated that 200.000 Jews from that area

Mr. Adolph Held, the Chairman of the 
Committee, which répresents more than 
half. a million Jewish workers in the 
American Federation of Labour and the 
Congress of Industrial . Organisations, 
made the demand in a fetter to the Soviet 
Ambassador in Washington. : 

In his letter Mr. Held said: You will 
Surely understand the anxiety which. has 
existed. for a number of vears in. the 
Jewish as well as general community of 


our country. concerning the fate of a 
large number of Jewish. writers. in ‘the 
Soviet “Union These men and: women 
played an important part in Jewish Ipera- 


ture and the press of Sovict Russia. For 
a number of years nothing has been heard 
about them Qin several occasions we 
have addressd@ communications to the 
appropriate. Soviet -iast 
appeal was sent to the W: »: Congress 
in Noventber: 1954 which was in session 
at that time in Moscow.” 

Mr. Held enclosed a list of the missing 
y iddish. writers. He added: We ‘deem 
it especially important at. this time that 
this matter receive your attention and 
consideration...

Introducing the rabbi, whom he 
described as a great halachic authority, 
Rabbi Dr. S. Scnonfeld, Presiding Rabbi 
of the Union, spoke of the great progress 
made by the Umon and the strengin of 
iis rabbinate. The Union, he said, had 
not only Eastern and Central European 


frumkeit, but also that of Western 
Europe. 
The Union, said Rabbi Schonfeld, 


strove solely for the supremacy of Torah. 
They had no quarrels with anybody. They 
wanted a strong Orthodox congregation 
and a smeere rabbinate, and were full of 
hope that, under the guidance of Rabbi 
Padwa, they would achieve their aims.

Rabbi Dr. E. Posen, after paying a 
warm trrbute to Rabbi Padwa, said that 
they needed a halachic authority able to 
undertake the duties of leadership and 
to give decisions when necessary. 

Rabbi S. Baumgarten and Rabbi E: 
Halpern also gave addresses. 

A reception in honour of Rabbi Padwa 
was held im the evening in the 3. C's 
Hall, 65-67 Lordship Road, London, 
N.16. Rabbi E. Halpern presided. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman, .J.P., a Vice-

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


NIGH UNTO THEE 


For this commandment which 1 
command thee this day, it is, not 
100 hard for thee, neither is it far 
off (Deut. xxx, 11). 


HIS was the answer which 
Moses gave in advance to all 
the arguments which might 
be raised by subsequent generations 
against the need for and content of 
the Torah. He anticipated the 
gibes of the sceptics who would 
urge that the Torah makes too 
many demands upon the mental 
integrity of the would-be believer. 
To them he replied that it was not 
too hard to accept or too wonderful 
to comprehend. To those who 
would argue that it was beyond 
their physical capacity he stressed 
that it was not far off but near 
enough to them and well within 
their ability to perform. mo 
Moses, in his. wisdom, must have 
realised that at- no time would com- 
munities of Jews accept his teaching 
without some hesitation. They would 
need to be reminded of the historical 
background which brought Judaism 
into existence and would require that 


éXxtra stimulus to realise the worth and 
purpose of their traditions, 


HIS exhortation, however, is more 

than just a negation of potential 
criticism; it. reflects. positive 
approach to the appreciation of Jewish 
religious thought. The Maibim, in his 
famous commentary on this passage, 
drawS“attention to the fact that Moses 
laid stress on two fundamenta? aspects 
of Judaism. The Torah, he claimed, 
was,not too hard. Literally, the word 


he used means wonderful.” There 
are no wonders in Judaism. No 


mysteries. or secret cult. There are 
none of those esoteric practices which 
strain the mental capacity: or credulity 
of the participant. 

Judaism is unlike other religions 
which lay special emphasis on. the 
mysteries and which require a special 
group to serve as its devotees. ‘There 
are no oracles to consult, nor is there 
a selected set of: persons who are

Now he grows old, he turns 
dotard, and begins to study the 
Bible. and in order to inspire. belief 
in its tales he says we must believe 
that human talent will make such 
progress that it will invent a method 
of travelling $t the rate of 50 miles 
an hour.’

Diminished Deficit Reported

The Home and Hospital for Jewish 


Incurables had its lowest‘ deficit— 
£1,248—since 1947, it was reported at 
the annual court of Life Governors 
and Subscribers, held at the Home, 
295 High Road, Tottenham, N.15, on 
An increase in income and 
some stabilisation in running costs, it 
was stated, ensured that the deficit was 
nol as serious aS IN previous years. 
[The deficit last year was £6,821.] 
Presenting the annua! report, Viscount 


- Bearsted, the President. who was in the 
chair, expressed the thanks of the Board ° 


to the East London Aid Society. the 
North-West London’ Aid Society, the 
newly formed Birmingham Aid Society.

Another contribution to the patients’ 
happiness was derived from the Patients 
Amenities Funds, which had enabled all 
wards to be equipped with radio and 
some with television.

A CONVERSATION WITH 
EINSTEIN 


Memories of Thirty 
Years Ago 


From a Correspondent. 


“lam not a German, but a Swiss 
Jew, and I am glad to have lived in 
a democracy,” said the late Professor 
Albert Einstein in a conversation with 
Mrs. Esther Salaman, when she met 
him in Berlin in the 1920s. “The 
Germans call me a German when they 
want to and a Jew when they dont 
want to.” 

Many memories of Einstein . were 
recalled by Mrs. Salaman when she gave 
a talk on the great scientist on the B.B.C. 
Third Programme last week. She spoke 
of his voice—" always calm and as if 
coming from a long way off,” and his 
kindliness to all he met, although it was 
a kindliness without intimacy. “I am 
not a family man,” he said, “T want 
peace. I want to know how God created 
the world.” 

* There is a lot of good in us [Jews], 
he remarked on one occasion, “and a 


jot of bad; unfortunately the bad is more 


obvious. 

Einstein, for reasans that must. be 
obvious, was not atiracited to the Ger- 
man people. The tgybeabout the Ger- 
mans,” he said with profundity, “1s that 
they are not religious.” He had been 
invited, he added. to visit Russia; “ but 
1 don't..want to be shown things and 
then told what I have seen.” - 

‘| am glad,” he said in another con- 


“nection, “that my wife does not know 


any science: my first wife did. Madame 
Curie.” he added reflectively, “neve 
heard the birds sing.” He was deeply 
interested in the wellbeing of the Jewish 
State. * Palestine: is dear to me,” he 
said..” and I hope to go there from time 
to time; but I am afraid of chauvinism.” 

Mrs. Salaman’s tribute to the renowned 
<ientist was a moving one. She recalled 
a visit to his study by two bearded Jews 
from Warsaw. who had walked two miles 
for the privilege of shaking Einstein by 
the hand. After the customary greeting 
of ** Shalom Aleichem.”” they quoted the

LIFE AGAIN 


Potash Area’s Development 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 
The opening of a fully-equipped 
Magen David Adom station is an 
indication of Sodom’s rapid deveiop- 
ment. 


Situated on the edge of the Dead Sea, 
and once overthrown because not even 
ten righteous men could be found in it, 
Sodomy: is today rapidly changing 
from a desolate waste of sand and salt 
into a city, with all the marks of modern 
civilisation. 

The pivot of the town’s revival is the 
revitalisation of the potash plant, which 
is now working sausfaciorily, and which, 


for the past four months, has been 
producing potash and. exporting it 
to Britain, South Africa. and, more 


recently. Japan. It is hoped eventually 
to exceed the 45,000 to 50,000 tons of 
poiash which was produced annually at 
the pliant alone duryng the Mandatory 
periad. 

A lucky find has solved one production 
problem—sweet water needed for washing 
the potash is now available. The power 
stauon, built some years. ago, is now 
being enlarged. 


Bustling Town 


Sodom has therefore become again a 
busy, bustling town, with a population 
of over 1,000 men and ¢ighi women— 
four wives and four young giris working 
in the offices and kitchens. [here is a 
constant stream of tourists: and frequent 
visits by groups of Israeli youth, for 
whom a hostel has been erected near the 
famous caves. 

The inhabuants are a mixed crowd, 
some 60 per cent of them newcomers 
from 20 different countries. They come 
for the most part as unskilled workers 
and have to be trained, Some cannot 
Stay the course; and the money invested 
in their training has to: be written off. 
fhe remainder are old-umers from the 
days of the Mandatory régime. Prominent 
among them. is. Dr: Paul Goldschmid|, 
Chief Production Engineer, who has. now 
spent 17 years in Sodom.. The old, prim:- 
tive looking huts which used to house the 
workers are gradually coming down... In 
their place. attractively painted bungalow- 
type buildings are being erected. 

life for these men, separated from 
their families, whom they can visit only 
three days at a time and only once every 
ten. days, is monotonous, spite. of 
various kinds of artistic and sporting 
entertainment provided. Wages are about 
1S per cent higher than in the more 
northerly part of the country. ¥gt even 
with this incentive it is puzzling why any- 
one should choose to work in an area 400 
feet below sea level in almost unbearable 
heat. There are several explanations, but 
perhaps the most convincing was. given 
mé by Mr. Meir Bitun, who not long ago 
arrived from Morocco. Broad-shouldered, 
‘black-eyed. with well-developed biceps, he 
is no dreamy idealist. He looked some- 
what amazed at what appeared to him to 
he a rather stupid question, when he was 
asked why he came to Sodom, but he 


unhesitatingly replied: This is . our 

Negev: here is: our place !” 

EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS 
OF ISRAEL

Mr, T. R. Fyvel, journalist and 
broadcaster, who recently returned 
from Israe], spoke of education as one 
of the foremost problems still facing 
the Jewish State, when he addressed 
the Younger People’s Section of the

There was a shortage in. Israel; Mr. 


Fyvel stated; of both schools and teachers, 
although they were the vital instruments 
in the process of absorption and training 
of the masses of unskilled and uneducated 
Jews from the Oriental countries. On the 
level of secondary education—which was 
not yet provided, by the State—the Ingh 
fees imposed another serious limitation. 

Yet the future of Israel, the speaker 
emphasised, rested to an enormous extent 
on the ability of the country to maintain 
a high standard of education, and par- 
ticularly of technical training. There was 
a great shortage of trained engineers of all 
kinds, and keen competition for their 
services, both among industrial firms in 
the towns and in the more developed 
kibbutzim.

EGYPTIAN PRESSURE ON THE SUDAN 
Relations With Israel Worsened 


By a Correspondent 


Israel is watching with considerable 
concern Egyptian moves to. gain 
influence in the Sudan. | 


Until Cairo turmed on the pressure in 
1951, Sudan's relations with Israel, par- 
ticularly in the commercial sphefe,Were 
promising, but Egyptian influence 
resulted in Sudanese-Israeli trade subse- 
quently dwindling to negligible propor- 
uons. 

Early in 1951, Egypt intensified its 
campaign to stifle commercial relations 
between Israel and the Sudan con- 
fiscating Sudanese goods bound for the 
Jewish State. Simultaneously, measures 
were taken by Cairo to ban the passage 
of Sudanese goods to Israel, via the Suez 
Canal, on the grounds that such com- 
modities might assist Israeli economic 
and military activities. 

Egyptian propagandists have repeatedly 
tried - create trouble between Sudan 


and Israel. They reported, for example, 


that an Israeli trade mission had arrived 
in Khartoum to discuss the import of 
Sudanese rice and sugar into Israel. The 
Sudanese Government later denied the 
report. But the Egyptian authorities 
nevertheless decided to teach the 
Sudanese a lesson by’ stopping the export 
to Sadan of. £200,000 worth of motor 
cars and spare parts. The reason ? They 
might be re-exported to Israel. 

In. fact. Israel has never sent any diplo- 
matic or trade representatives to Khar- 
toum, though there is littl doubt that she 
would do so if the opportunity were 
granied. For in addition to welcoming 
friendly relations with all other countries, 
Israe! would like to purchase from the 
Sudan cattle and hides which she at 
present obtains from Ethiopia and other 
East African countries. 


Drop in Exports 


Last year, Israel received only £1,700 
worth of goods from the Sudan. In 1953 
the figure was £8,000. And according 
to statistics issued by the Sudanese Trade 
Ministry, Sudanese exports. to Israel 
totalled ££391,705 in 1950 and £E59,246 
in the previous year. The tremendous 
undoubiedly due to Arab 
influence. : 
’ In recent months, Sudanese: hostility to 
Israel, again the result of Egyptian pres- 
sure, has become more pronounced. The 
Sudanese have not yet gone.so far as to 
join the Arab League, although at one 
period, late last year, this development 
seemed ‘imminent. Mr. Azhari, — the 
Sudanese Premier, who was then on a 
visit to London, did in fact state publicly 
that his Government had decided to jom 
the League... But after talks with British 
Statesmen he changed his mind and, 
realising that Britain would not welcome 
such a step while she was attempting to 
reduce Middle Eastern: tension, issued 
another statement saying that his countrv 
would not after all associate itself with 
the Arab League. 

Significantly, the Sudanese Government 
recently announced that it was _prepar- 
ing legislation to combat. Communism 


Zionism,.a slogan not unfamiliar in 


Egypt. In connection with this announce- 
ment, the Assistant Secretary of the 
Nationalist.

Meir Moiseiwitsch Wallach, better 
known as Maxim Litvinov, emerged in 
1926 as one of the chief architects of 
Russia's foreign policy. In 1930 he 
became Foreign Minister, a position 
which he occupied till his downfall in 
1939. In 1943 he was appointed 
Deputy Foreign Minister till his final 
eclipse in 1946, Some of the most 
significant passages of the book deal 
with the Jewish complex of the Com- 
munist leaders who renounced 
Judaism and their difficult position in 
the Soviet Communist Party, Litvinov 
describes with lucidity the paradoxical 
nature of Communist opposition to

antisemitism. Antisemitism was not 


attacked. because it was directed 
against Jews who wanted to remain 
Jews, but because it treated as Jews 
even the Communists who were so 
eager to abandon their faith and con- 
ceal their origin. : 


Communist Attitude 


In May, .1926, Rabbi Schechtman 
(the head of Moscow’s greatest syna- 
gogue) complained to Litvinov that the 
* godless ~ had ransacked two places 
of worship in Moscow and that the 
Rabbi of Kiev had been arrested on 
false charges of currency speculation. 
to help, though 
Stalin disliked his 
Jewish affairs. When Stalin heard 
about the complaint he told Litvinov: 
“I don't think we are shooting enough 
of that Zionist rabble. We must draw 
up a decree for the banishing to 
Siberia of all Zionists as. class 
enemies.’ He ordered the Secret 
Police to prepare a full list of all the 
Jews in the U.S.S.R. who were paying 
the shekel, and decided that they 
should be deported to Siberia. or 
executed. Litvinov tried to argue that 
such measures would  antagonise 
American Jewry. But Stalin retorted: 


“Jews will always be against us 
because we are Communists and 
atheists. We shall explain that these 


sons of bitches were banished because 
they were fiddling foreign currency. 
There is no need to state that we are 
applying repressive measures because 
they are Zionists.” 

Litvinov relates how another impor- 
tant party leader of Jewish origin. 
Kaganovitch, favoured a “self-imposed” 
numerus clausus, because he thought 


that Jews should avoid holding promi- — 


nent positions in a country of secular 
antisemitism.

great revolutionary leader who was 
executed in the 1936 purges. Kamenev 
wanted to solve the “Jewish problem” 
by sponsoring mixed marriages, In

marriages, but Trotsky and Lenin 
opposed the idea, In 1931 Stalin told 
Litvinov that for “ reasons of expedi- 
ency ” it was necessary to cut down 
drastically the number of Jewish dip- 
lomatists. «“ The trouble is (he said) 
that one Jew makes more nojse than 
ten Gentiles.” Eight years later, on the 
eve of the German-Soviet pact, the 
Jew, Litvinov, was sacked for similar 
reasons.

Examples from Israel 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The fifth International Exhibition of 
Book Design, arranged by the 
National Book League at its premises 
in Albemarle Street, W., is now on 
view to the public until the end of 
September. In opening the exhibition 
last week Professor Arnold Toynbee 
made special reference to the displays 
from the small countries and in parti- 
cular warmly praised the contribution 
of Israel. 

Nearly 800 carefully selected books 
from 23 countries are on view. These 
have been chosen solely for their con- 
struction, irrespective of classification or 
literary merit. 

Among the publishing firms represented 
in the British section ts the Phaidon 
Press, 
sustained by book-lovers from the death 
of its founder and director, Dr. Bela 
Horovitz. From the United States comes 
“The Alphabet of Creation,”. a legend 
from the Zohar adapted by Ben Shahn 
(Pantheon Books, New York), which 
includes an intriguing design of Hebrew 
lettering well adapted to. its 
matter 

The 19 examples from Israel have all 
been chosen from books which are 
medium- or low-priced, except for one 
portfolio of hand-coloured lithographs 
published in a limited luxury edition: 


Hebrew Typefaces 


Despite the economic. difficulties and - 


the limited choice of materials at the 
producer's disposal (which accounts 
sometimes for poor quality paper and 
binding), improved workmanship is 
evident, and the advent of monotype has 
been very beneficial. The most serious 
handicap to development is the lack. of 
variety in Hebrew printing types; and a 
Government-sponsored commitice is now 
assisting with the design of new Hebrew 
typefaces. 


The Israeli publishing agencies repre= 


sented include the Bialik Institute, the 
Hebrew University, the Hadassah 
Apprentice School of Printing. and the 
Isracl Exploration Society. Many of. the 
hooks are distinguished by the. finely 
produced illustrations, as in. the works 
on archeological discovery. Among the 
translations are Shakespeare’s ** Hamlet ”’ 
and ** Macbeth.” rendered into Hebrew 
by S. H.. Davidowitz (printed by the 
Government Press 1n Monotype Penimim 
Hebrew with vowels, and published by 
Tarshish Books).

CONCORDANCE OF 
MAIMONIDES 


Publication Committee 
Formed 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A committee of rabbis and laymen 
has been formed in London to support 
the publication of the concordance of 
the works of Maimonides by Rabbi 
David Assaf, of Haifa. 

About £6,000 is required for the pur- 
pose, and part of that sum is to be raised 
here, the balance in the United Siates, 
where Rabbi Assaf will be going after 
the Festivals. 

The campaign, which has _ been 
approved by the Chief Rabbi, will be led 
by the committee composed of Rabbi 
S.. Rabinow, Rabbi J. Heshel, Rabbi Dr. 
H. Rabinowicz, Rabbi S. Pinter, Rabbi 
M. Landy, Mr: A. Bornstein, and Mr. 
I. Pressman. In the course of the cam- 
paign Rabbi Assaf will address several 
congregations. on the works of 
Maimonides. 

The formation of the committee fol- 
lowed a meeting of -rabbinical and. lay 
representatives of London congregations, 
held at the Cricklewood Synagogue, last 
week. Presiding over the meeting Rabbi 
Landy said that Rabbi Assaf’s con- 
cordance was the result of 20 years of 
devoted work. It was lamentable, he 
Stated, that works of such. scholarship 
and importance could not find an official 
publishing house and had to rely on 
private effort. 

Rabbi Heshel said that the concordance 
would be of the greatest value mot only 
to rabbis and scholars but to anybody 
who wished to find the pronouncements 
and responsa of the Rambam on various 
questions of Jewish religion. 

Rabbi Pinter, Rabbi Dr, Rabinowicz, 
and Mr. Pressman added their tributes to 
what they described as Rabbi Assaf’s 

‘unique achievement.” 

Replying to the tributes, Rabbi Assaf 
said that the aim of Maimonides in pro- 
ducing the: Yad Hazakah (Shulchan 
Aruch) had. not) been just to yet 
another. book to existing .ones to 
hand over to future generations the spirit 
and letter of -the Jewish. religion. His 
own aim. in producing the concordance. 
which contains 10.000 items, Rabbi Assaf 
added. was to arrange in: alphabetical 
and logical order the scattered pronounce- 
ments. interpretations, and rulings of the 
Rambam so. that they might be readily 
accessible to all

EVERY day, on my way to the office, 

I. meet a bhnd man, and the 
Strange or rather astomshing way in 
which he acts has intrigued me for 
some considerable time.

We have seen many 
others, some guided by a faithful four- 
legged fnend, others feeling for the 
kerb with a. stick But my blind 
frend had neither dog nor stick; he 
just walked along like anyone else, 
and I should never have suspected his 
biminess had I not now and then 
caught sight of him waiting patiently 
at a street corner for someone to help 
him across 

One day when dome him this little 
service I was unable to resist asking 
how he managed to find his way 
around so casily. “ It must be a great.

A trade agreement, between Burma 
and Israel is to be signed shortly in 
Rangoon. It will provide for an 
initial exchange of goods to the total 
value of £250,000. 


A Burmese purchasing mission at 
present touring Israel, 
Minister of Supply, Public Works, and 
Rehabilitation, has inspected factories 
and drawn up a list of goods which. it 
considers to be marketable in Burma. 
Orders will be placed only after the 
agreement has been signed through the 
Israeli Embassy in London—the purchas- 
ing mission expects to be in Britain at 
the time, 

Factories which particularly: mterested 
the Burmese and which are expected to 
receive orders are those engaged in the 
cement, tyre, glass, and canning industries. 
Israel ts expected to purchase from Burma 
by way of exchange. rice, soft ‘w 
rubber, asbestos, and raw minerals. - 

Some members of the delegation 
inspected armament factories. and the 
Burmese Minister said: If [srael will 
sell us arms we shall purchase them.’ 
"Israeli technicians will visit Burma to 
advise on the establishment of industrial 
enterprises, particularly cement, tyres, and 
glass factories.

Some 350 delegates attended the 
recent European and North African 
Conference of Hashomer Hatzarr, 
held at Nevers, France.

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JEWS EMIGRATE TO RUSSIA 
Plight of Shanghai Community

SHANGHAI 

Only 679 Jews are still living in 
Communist-controlied China, 264 
having emigrated the 
period ending June 30, 1955. There 
are 319 in Harbin, 230 in Shanghai, 
and 130 in Tientsin and other centres. 

The latest report of the Council of the 
Jewish community of Shanghai, formed 
in 1949 to co-ordinate the activities of 
the Jewish communities there and to 
handle the emigration of Jews to Israel, 
shows that 110 of the people who emi- 
grated went to the Soviet Union. Only 
48 went to Isracl, 23 to Australia, and 16 
to Brazil. Seventeen “ hard-core” cases 
went to homes im Switzerland and 
Belgium. 

The average age of the Jews still in 
China is 48}. and resettlement oppor- 
tunities. for elderly and sick people are 
far from favourable. Nevertheless, 369 
persons are already in possession of 
Isracli visas, 60 hold visas for other

countries, and 48 of the 150 “ hard-core ” 
cases have been accepted. by various 
countries. One hundred persons are still 
awaiting visas. 

In its report the Council says that it 
has no longer been possibic to maintain 
a Jewish-sponsored educationg! system. 
Its activities in the field of education 
have been confined to the payment of 
tuition feces and transport costs. 

The Medical Trust Fund, formed from 
the proceeds of the sale of the Shanghai 
Jewish Hospital, continues to operate, 
providing needy Jews in Shanghai with 
medical attention, 


The cconomic position of the com- 


munity has continued to deteriorate, and 
more Jews have been forced to apply 
for relicf because of their inability to 
find employment. In Harbin the com- 
munity has been able to maintain its 
institutions and relicf without outside 
assistance, which is provided narmally 
by the Joint.” 

Cultural activities in the Shanghai 
Jewish Club have been extremely limited. 
Because the number of members’ has 
declined the club is to be dissolved.

A number of West German news- 
papers have commented on the Egyp- 
tian-Israeli conflict on the Gaza 
border. While several dailies hold the 
Arabs to be primarily responsible for 
the present state of affairs, Israel is 
criticised, too, for her acts of retalia- 
tion; and the failure of the United 
Nations to secure peace in the Middle 
East is deplored. 


The influential and independent paper 
Die Wet, of Hamburg, comments: 
“There seems to be two facts. which 
should. prevent the outbreak of a new 
Israeli-Arab war: first, both the Arabs 
and the Israelis have a desperate need 
for peace in. order to achieve _ their 
political and economic consolidation, 
Secondly, nothing could be more incon- 
venient for the Western Powers than war 
in an area that is so vulnerable, strate- 
gically and socially, opposite the Soviet 
bloc. If their admonitions to be reason- 
able should fail, these Powers would 
haye to apply the “ emergency brake.” 
Die WELT points out that neither Israel 
nor the Arab States can live without 
economic support from America. The 
threat of a cessation of all economic help 
would thus be an emergency brake. How- 
ever, even that brake might fail, thé 
paper continues. In these circumstances 
it is incomprehensible why the Security 
Council has not yet met to work out a 
feasible solution of the Palestine problem.

General of the Israeli Foreign Ministry, 


sent a letter to General Buras on Sunday 
recalling that he had previously stated that 
Isracli forces would not open fire pro- 
vided there was no further aggression by 
Egypt. This line of conduct had been, 
and would continue to be, maintained by 
Israel. 

Mr. Lourie emphasised that no impli- 
cation was accepted—and none presum- 
ably was intended—that Israel, like 
Fgypi, had been guilty of aggressive acts. 
The Israeli Government accepted full 
responsibility for the execution of orders 
not to engage in attacks, which meant in 
effect that Israel agreed to the cease-fire, 
although it reserved full rights of self- 
defence if attacked. 

General Burns’s new approach for a 


- cease-fire was made after Israel had 


announced that Egyptian artillery had 
been active mear Beert Yad 
Mordecai. 


Both Sides Censured 


The Egyptians were earlier reported to 
have blown up water wells in the same 
area and attacked vehicles south-east of 
Nitzana; Further north, near Beeri, and 
1? miles from the Khan Yunis strong- 
hold which was attacked last week by 
Iisracht forces, two Egyptian mines were 
found and dismantled. 

The emergency session of the Mixed 
Armistice Commission, which condemned 
both sides for violations of the Armistice 
Agreement, lasted 13 thhours.. ‘After a 
stormy debate, the U.N. Chairman sup- 
ported resolutions from both sides 
accusing the other of breaking the armis- 
tice. He said it was impossible: to 
determine which side fired the first’ shot. 

A statement issued by General Burns 
before the cease-fire expressed the hope 
that both sidés would cease all hostile 
acts until the appropriate organ of. the 
Liniied Nations could. deal with ** this 
very dangerous threat to peace.”’. In nine 
days of violence, he added, seven Egyp- 
tians and 11 Israelis had lost their. lives. 
and 24° Egyptians and. 19 Israelis had 
been wounded. This did not include the 
‘very. serious incident at Khan’ Yunis 
where. civilian and military. casualties 
were thought.to be high. General Burns 
expressed his deep regret at the “* unneces- 
sary loss. of lives” at Khan Yunis and 
tendered? his sympathies to relatives of 
viclims. [According to Egyptian sources, 
36 persons-—policemen, members of the 


‘armed. forces, and civilians—were killed, 


and 13 wounded, in the Khan Yunis 
incide nt.] 

fhis statement did not please the Israelis 
who pointed out that no similar expres- 
sions of sympathy were forthcoming from 
the Truce. Chief when Egyptian bands 
were murdering, looting, and carrying 
out acts of sabotage inside Israel. 


Physical Barriers 


In a report submitted on Wednesday 
to the Secretarv-General of the United 
Nations, General Burns said that clashes 
between. Egyptian outposts and Israeli 
patrols could be avoided only if the 


opposing forces. were separated by an 


effective physical barrier along the 
demarcation line and if defence posts and 
motorised patrols were kept at. least 
500 metres. from the demarcation line. 
General Burns said that the number 
and nature of the.acts of sabotage perpe- 
trated well inside Israeli territory 
Suggested that they were the work of 
Organised and well-trained troops. 
Commenting on the report, an Israeli 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said that 


Israel would agree to the erection of a 
physical barrier. [This was in fact one of 
the four proposals previously made by 
Israel to reduce border tension.] 


He suggested that only after experience | 


had shown the effectiveness of such a 
barrier should the question of possible 
further measures be discussed. 

A letter which Mr. Ben-Gurion sent to 
the mothers of the two Israeli pilots who 
last. week shot down two Egyptian et 
Vampires over Israel was this week pub- 
lished in Davar. Mr. Ben-Gurion said 
that he had seen the airmen and heard 
from them details of the incident. He 
was, he said, filled with pride and admira- 
tion, not so much for the operation, as 
for those who had carried it out. 

The two pilots, he said, were “a 
glory to the human race.” And he had 
thought to himself, “ happy are those who 
gave birth to them.” He was sure, said 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, that his feelings were 
shared by the entire nation. “ If we have 
youth like this we have nothing to fear,” 
he declared. |

Surprise Move

call the Council was made at any of the 
meetings held in New York in the past 
few days between the delegates of the 
Western Powers and the U.N. Secretary- 
General, Mr. Dag Hammarskjoeld. 

But the Western representatives, as 
well as Mr. Hammarskjoeld, apparently 
had second thoughts after receiving a 
second report from the Truce Chief, 
General Burns, assessing the present 
Situation and containing specific recom- 
mendations for preserving peace in the 
region. . Britain, France, and the United 
States as signatories to the Tripartite 
Declarauon of 1950, then took the iitia- 
tive and supported General Burns's sug- 
gestion that the Council be summoned. 


RAID ON ISRAELI BORDER

JERUSALEM 

The lull on the Jordan border was 
broken on Wednesday when two water 
wells were blown up at Tirat Zvi, a 
kibbutz in Galilee. An attempt was 
made to destroy a truck at the settle- 
ment. 

According to an Israeli Army spokes- 
man, the wells suffered considerable 
damage, while the vehicle was slightly 
damaged. Arab infiltrators. are believed 
to have been responsible for the raid. 

Until this incident, the Jordan border 
had been trouble-free for some time. At 
one period, Tirat Zvi, which is a reli- 
gious settlement, was a frequent target 
for Arab attacks.

TRIESTE JEWRY’S RECOVERY 


By LIONEL SIMMONDS 


OTWITHSTANDING the oppressive restrictions to which it was 
subject under the fascist régime and the depredations of the Nazis, 
who deported 1,000 of its number to death camps, Trieste Jewry 


today is slowly but surely reasserting itself as a buoyant community in 


the structure of Italian Jewish life. 


In 1946 the community celebrated its 200th anniversary as an 
organised community whose locus standi was formally effected by a 
charter from the Austrian Government, although during the Middle Ages 


it is known that Jews settled in the 
town large numbers.  Trieste’s 
impertant geographical position as a 
Strategic and commercial centre, thé 
confluence of the great trade routes of 
Western and Northern Europe and 
the Danubian Basin, was fully recog- 
nised even in the eighteenth century, 
and it was part of the policy of the 
Austrian rulers to encourage the 
settlement of Jewish merchants, mostly 
Sephardim from the Mediterranean 
lands, to enhance the port's commer- 
cial development. 

An endorsement of this policy is to 
be seen in the two chafters granted 
to. the community by the Empress 
Maria Theresa in 1771, which are care- 
fully preserved in the library at the 
communal centre. The documents are 
hand-written on parchment and are 
signed by the Empress herself, bearing 
the royal seal. Trieste Jewry for long 
held the ascendant in local economic 
life, and before the Second World 
War .was also. pre-eminent in the 
town’s insurance business, which it 
founded. 


Perhaps of even more. striking 


import has been Trieste Jewry’s major. 


contribution to Italian political life, 


for many of the leaders of the irriden- 
tist movement to‘free Trieste from the 


yoke of Austrian rule were Jews. The 
most famous Jewish personage in this 
connection was Felice Venezian (ca. 
1840 to 1908), who was a Deputy in 
the Austrian Parliament and the head 
of the local administration. There is 
a street in Trieste named after him 
and a bust of the great man on the 
facade of the Town Hall in the main 
square. In 1938 the fascists removed 
the bust and renamed the street. After 
the war the bust was restored and 
the sireet given its former name. 


Fighter for Liberty 


Another Jewish fighter for Italian 
liberty was the poet Giuseppe Revere, 
whose body was brought from Rome 
to his native town by order’ of the 


- Trieste City Council, and who is buried 


in the local Jewish cemetery. 

Like many other Italian patriots, 
Trieste Jews fought with the partisans 
in the Second World War against the 
German invader. One of the Resis- 
tance heroines was Rita Rosani, who 
was killed with her comrades fighting 
a battle with the Germans in the hills 
overlooking Verona. She was buried 
with full military honours in the local 
ancient Jewish cemetery and _ post- 
humously awarded a gold medal by 
the Italian Government. 

At the turn of the century there 
were some 6,000 Jews in Trieste, an 
admixture of earlier Sephardi settlers 
and Ashkenazim, who emigrated in 


large numbers from Central and 
Eastern Europe in the nineteenth 
century, They were attracted not only 


by the port's commercial potentialities, 
but by the freer political and economic 
conditions to be found there. Today 


only some 1,500 Jews remain, mostly 


shopkeepers and business men who 
returned to the area after the war 
and reconstructed their livelihoods on 
what was practically a tabula rasa, A 
measure of their. resiliency, and 
symptomatic of the 
economic conditions, is the settlement 
in Trieste of a group of Israeli timber 
merchants, of whose presence the com-

munity is specially appreciative, 
strengthening as it does Trieste Jewry’s 
deep attachment to Israel. It may be 
recalled that between the two world 
wars Trieste was the gateway through 
which hundreds of Jews made their 
way to Palestine. 

Internecine rivalries do not exist in 
the Trieste community, and this largely 
accounts for its present-day solidity. 
Under the wise guidance of its Presi- 
dent, Dr. Mario Stock, and eight coun- 
sellors, elected for six years, the 
emphasis is laid on communal har- 
mony and constructive endeavour, in 
collaboration with the spiritual head, 
Rabbi Dr. Paulo Nissim: The com- 
munity maintains a Jewish elementary 
school and kindergarten and an old 
people’s Home. Finances are forth- 
coming through a communal tax. 


Magnificent Synagogue 


Few twentieth-century synagogue 
structures can rival in their mag- 
nificence that of Trieste, built about 
40 years ago. 
situated at 2 Via Donizetti, is some- 
thing of an architectural macédoine. 
It has an Assyrian-style frontage, a 
Moorish tower for its side aspect, and 
a Byzantine interior with Gothic win- 
dows. To thicken the mixture, Rabbi 
Nissim told me that-on week-days ser- 
vices are held according to the 
Sephardi minhag, and on the Shabbat 
and festivals according to the Ash- 
kenazi minhag. It’was fortunate that 
the German occupation of Trieste was 
fairly late, towards the end of the war, 
when the Nazis were seeking not to 
offend local susceptibilities. That is 
why this beautiful synagogue escaped 
destruction. The only other Jewish 
religious establishment in. Trieste is 
the Oratorio Di Rito Ashkenazita, 
situated at 7 Via Del Monte. 


One of Trieste’s outstanding Jewish. 


scholars was Samuel David Luzzatto 
(1800 to 1865). At the Tempio Mag- 
giore | was shown a chumash, pub- 
lished in Trieste in 1860 and trans- 
lated into Italian by Luzzatto. 
Post-war pessimism, which for a 
time assailed Trieste Jewry, has now 
given way to hopes of a more promis- 
ing future. As elsewhere in Italy 
intermarriage and assimilation are con- 
stant menaces, and the neo-fascist 
group, the Movimento Sociale Italiano, 


although at present affording no 
anxiety, nevertheless merits close 
attention. But relations with the non- 
Jewish citizens of Trieste are most 


cordial, and it is generally thought that, 
having succeeded in re-establishing the 
fabric of Jewish life after the ravages 
of Nazism. the community _ has 
sufficient vitality to make progress jn 
the religious, cultural,.and economic 
fields.

N remote, isolated spots and in 
large flourishing communities 
Jews in Latin American lands 
cling to traditional Judaism. 
Over half a million Jews now live 
in the 20 Latin American countries. 
The Jewish communities, large and 
small, are scattered throughout the 
area, from the border dividing Mexico 
from the United States to the farthest 
corners of the Andes and Cordilleras. 
where the greatest Jewish community 
on the Latin American continent, that 
of Argentina, js found, and extending 
to the waste districts of Bolivia, which 
might be called the end of the world. 
cannot travel any farther” 
is the inscription which you read on 
a post in) an out-of-the-way town 
known by the strange name of Cocha- 
bamba. in Bolivia. There, not far 
from the range of mountains which 
seem indeed to mark the end of the. 
world, you will find a small Jewish 
community of several hundred families 
who lead a Jewish life and have their 
own sVnagogue. 


Communal Bonds 


As you travel through: the deserts 
of Ecuador, Peru, and Venezuela, 
where for thousands of miles you see 
only. sandy- rocks, long waste tracts 
without. anv human sign, a town will 
suddenly emerge out of the desert, 
and vou will find Jews living there. In 
some of these towns the Jews have 
small synagogues ; in others they have 
none. Thinly scattered as they are, 
the Jews of these isolated places meet 
periodically centrally located 
synagogues and maintain communal! 
bonds, 

They have built Jewish homes on 
whose walls hang. pictures of the 
Gaon of Vilna or of Theodor Herzl, 
and each of them has a blue and white 
Jewish National Fund box.

Cordillera mountains on the boundary 


between Peru and Chile, not far from 


Cuzco, the most beautiful spot in the 
world, live ten Jews. One. Friday 
night 1 was the guest of this remark- 
able minyan in their. synagogue. I 
came across the same kind of minyan 
in the university city of Peru, Callao, 
and in dozens. of other places on the 
Lalin- American continent. 


Three Categories 


The Jews in these countries may be 
described as belonging three 
categories: the Sephardi Jews, who 
were. early settlers, some of them 
Originating from the Marranos; the 
‘German Jews, who went. to Latin 
America in the middle of the nine- 
teenth centurf; and the Jews from 
Eastern Europe, who started to go 
there after the First World War. 

According to official statistics, there 
are over 400,000 Jews in Argentina, 
over 100,000 in Brazil, nearly 50,000 
in Uruguay, 30,000 in Chile, 8,000 in 
Bolivia, 6,000 in Peru, 1.000 in Para- 
guay, 5,000 in Colombia, 8,000 in 
Ecuador, and 3,000 ‘in Venezuela. 
‘There are smaller Jewish communities 
in the Dutch West Indies and Dutch 


Guiana, and jn the Central American. 


countries-—-Nicaragua, Honduras, San 


Salvador, Guatemala, Costa Rica, and 
Panama. 

The Jewish communities in these 
countries established themselves firmly 
aller the chaos of the early. immigra- 
on years. Jews came from all parts 
of the world, each one bringing with 
him his own conception of social life 
which he tried to develop in his new 
home. From these roots which Jews 
Carried to the new country, a Jewish 
life began to crystallise. At first it 
was not easy for the Jews to find a 
foothold in countries with a tropical 
climate, with a strange language, and 
with a mentality different from their 
Own. Their main occupation in the 
first. years was peddling. Hard as 
were their struggles, on the Sabbath 
they laid down their packs and 
sathered together to worship in little 
syhagogues, which they rented and 


‘|. found myself 


paid for with their first hard-earned 
cents, 

In the Latin American countries, 
traditional Judaism has prevailed 
over all other forms, Today, because 
Of a profound inner. urge, Jewish 
tradition occupies. more and more 
importance in Jewish life on the Latin 
American continent. Almost all. the 
countries there are zealously Catholic. 

so-called “non-religious Jewish 
education” for the Jewish child is no 
protection against assimilation or even 
conversion. Only a close connection 
with the great Jewish past, with Jewish 
tradition, with the rich ceremonies of 
the Jewish Holy-days could. establish 
bonds of unity between parents and 
their native-born children. 


100,000 Scphardim 


_ The larger countries, such as Argen- 

tina, have well-organised community 
apparatus. The present Ashkenazi 
community of Buenos Aires grew out 
of the old Chevra Kadisha and now 
fulfils all’ community functions. 
Buenos Aires also has a large congre- 
gation of Sephardi Jews. There are 
nearly 100,000 Sephardi Jews in 
Argentina and, as evervwhere in Latin 
America, they are strictly observant. 

Uruguay is. the 
Orthodoxy in Latin America. There 
are many synagogues there, a Vaad 
Hakashrut, and even © Chassidic 
rabbis. 

Two factors. play a rdle the 
growth of traditional Judaism in these 
countries: The continuous jnflux of 
new jmmMigrants bring with them a 
store of. vitality, dedication; and 
knowledge, regenerating the: traditions 
brought by the Jewish. immigrants 
half a century ago. The great Jewish 
tragedy has. awakened. the hidden 
religious sentiments among the Jews 
in these far-flung communities, which 
became intensified with the birth of 
the State of Israel. The memory. of 
the fathers and mothers, ‘sisters and 
brothers, who became martyrs reawak- 


ened the vearning of all Jews even tn 


the. farthest corners of the world. 
Jewish -hearts trembled. The Jews 
living in remote areas suddenly felt 
lonely. The synagogue was the place 
where they could gather with fellow 
Jews and give expression to their 
sorrow at the sufferings of their people 
and closest relatives. This is one of 
the greatest factors in the survival of 
the Jewish tradition in 
corners of the earth. 


In Barranquilla 


Let me relate two incidents which 
show. the devotion of these peopie. 
in Barranquilla,. the 
Colombian port... There are about 60 
Jews there. who: live’ amid - virulent 
antisemitism. The Jew-haters. had 
made “ blood accusations” against the 
Jews. So the Jews bought time on 
the. city radio and arranged fortwo 
boys girl; natives of the city, to 
present an answer. The girl. recited 
a very moving poem. on. Jews written 
by the Chilean. poetess; Gabriella 
Mistrela, the Nobel Prize winner, and 


the boys addressed themselves to the 


noble. and humane. instincts: of the 
people of Colombia and asked them 
not to believe the evil accusations. 
They also played a record by Cantor 
Hirschman Habet Mishamavim 
U're-eh.’: I watched the faces of the 
people in the street.. Under the shade 
of the palm. trees were several Jews 
who sang with the cantor. o 

1 also visited. Madeline, another 
city. of . Colombia. © According — to 
several sources Marranos settled there 


long ago. At present 40 Jews reside 
in. the town, They have a small 
synagogue in a quiet street. ‘hen | 


visited the synagogue late one after- 
noon, I. found to my surprise a tall 
Jew all alone. He was standing near 
a large candie. When he saw my 
surprise, he explained: “ My name is 
Shlomo Kotlar, of Bessarabia. | 
light. this candle every year on_ this 
day. A few years ago a lonely 
Jewish immigrant passed through here, 
Melech Bronstein bv name. He fell 
ili here. He had a leg amputated and 
died. .I1 took it upon myself to keep 
his yahrzeit.” 

Thus, despite hardship and isolation, 
the Jews of Latin America are 
upholding the spirit and tradition of 
Judaism.

ALIYA FROM NORTH 
AFRICA 


Additional £400,000 to be 
Raised by J.P.A. 


The J.P.A. Administrative Com- 
mittee decided at an emergency meet- 
ing last week to accede to a Jewish 
Agency plea to raise an additional 
£400,000 in 1956 to make possible 
increased immigration to Israel ol 
Jews from French North Africa. 

The Jewish Agency leaders meeting in 
Jerusalem had addressed an urgent appea! 
to the J.P.A. Executive in- London. The 
appeal came in a cablegram from Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann, Mr. Berl Locker, and 
Mr. Giora Josephthal, and was addressed 
to Mr. I. M, Sieff, Hon. President. of 
the J.P.A. This was followed by a tele- 
phone cali from Jerusalem, in which Mr. 
Locker asked Mr, Sieff to take action as 
a matter of extreme urgency. 

Phe J.P.A. Administrative Commitice’s 
decision was communicated the same day 
to the Actions Committee by Mr. Barnett 
Janner, 
sentative at the deliberations which took 
place in Jerusalem. -He announced: thai 
Britain would increase its total by one- 
third. The J.P.A. in Britain has raised 
just over £1-200,000 annually for the pasi 
three -vears. 

The J.P.A. Executive is anxious to help 
carry. out measures for: the relief of 
Moroccan Jewry. Proposals which the 
Administrative Committee in London are 
now considering include a. thorough 


information campaign to enlighten Anglo-- 


Jewry on the situation in French North 
Africa to show the magnitude. of the 
problem. wih which Israel is now being 
faced. This campaign will culminate in 
the launching of the new appeal early in 
1956. 

The message cabled by. the Agency 
leaders. to Mr. Sieff was as follows:

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HITHER ZIONISM ? 


ONCE again the challenge to the Zionist 
Organisation to reorientate its thinking and 
to reorganise itself in accordance with the 
realistic terms of today has been made, not 
surprisingly, in Jerusalem. The challenge 
was made by Dr. NAHUM GOLDMANN, Chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency Executive, at last 
weck’s meeting of the General Zionist Coun- 
cil, in a forceful and outspoken manner, 
much more strongly than ever before. For 
the time is short, the next Zionist Congress 
is to meet in July, 1956, and ‘no one knows 
better than Dr. GoLDMANN that failure to 


readjust the rigid, antiquated structure of | 


the Zionist Organisation to today’s altered 
(conditions may ‘spell disaster to the whole 
movement. In the terms almost of a 
jeremiad, Dr. GOLDMANN called for the 
-abolition-of the out-dated custom of selling 
the annual shekel, for the abolition of the 


Party divisions of the Zionist Movement in - 


the Diaspora, and, above all, for the giving 
to non-Zionists of a larger share and more 
responsibility. in the still great endeavour of 
the building up of Israel. — . 
Whether because of the length of his 
address—his speech ran to some _ 10,000 
_ words—or because of its sharp tone and the 
sense of urgency with which it was delivered, 
or perhaps because vested interests need a 


good deal of moving, there was, as our 


Jerusalem correspondent reported last week, 
little enthusiasm among the delegates who 
attended the Jerusalem meeting for his 
plea for self-criticism. But in the Diaspora 
it is bound to be studied with the greatest 
attention. It is bound, too, to win approval, 
especially in this country, where there is a 
growing feeling among the Jewish public, 
including some of the more mature-minded 
Zionists, that the Party system has outlived 
its day and that the whole organisation is 
now ripe for overhauling. 

Democratic government is, as everyone 
_ knows, based on the party system. But even 
in: Israel. where individualists abound, the 
multiplicity of political parties constitutes a 
waste of effort. As demonstrated during the 
last Knesset elections, it also causes an un- 
necessarily large expenditure of funds urgently 
needed elsewhere. Above all, it has a detrimen- 
tal effect upon the general life of the country 
and the morale of the citizens. Those who 
followed the two thought-provoking articles 
which Mr. EriezeR LivNeH, a member of 
the Knesset till this summer, contributed. to 
our columns last month, will readily agree 
with his views on the danger arising from 
the exaggerated pressure on the administra- 
tion of the numerous political factions in 
Israel. If this is so in Israel, it 1s not less so in 
the Zionist Movement in the Diaspora, where 
the “party” system is. perpetuated on an 
unrealistic basis, projecting in a sort of politi- 
cal vacuum the party factions and frictions 
in Israel. 

The separate Party system was justified 
when the Zionist Movement started out on 
its political activities, and the workers’ orga- 
nisations on the one hand and the religious 
on the other began to group themselves into 
separate political units, because each had its 
own hopes about the future form of the Jewish 
Homeland—but they were united in the one 
great hope of bringing that Homeland once 
again into being. What was justified and 
logical in the effort to build Eretz Yisrael 
is no longer so after the State of Israel has 
come into being. With a sovereign State in 
existence, a Knesset enacting its laws, a 
democratic general election every few years, 
and diplomatic representation abroad, what 
room is there left for “party political” 
Zionist action in the Diaspora ? “ Zionism ” 
to that extent is fulfilled, and Zionists—who 


equality and prosperity. 


may now be equated with “friends of 
Israel,” however inadequate that phrase may 
be thought to be—now have the task, if they 
only realised it, of translating their friend- 
ship and sympathy into concrete aid on a 
united, instead of strife-ridden, basis. 


Moreover, this conservative clinging to 
Party affiliation in the Diaspora has another, 
even more negative, effect. In its appeals for 


-aid—financial as well as political (in the 


general sense)—Israel desires to avail itself 
of the response by the Jewish people as a 
whole, whether “ Zionist ” or “ non-Zionist.” 
But the non-Zionists, while fully willing to 
help the State of Israel, would be loath to 
do so if thereby they had to identify them- 
selves with different political parties or get 
involved in their ideological quarrels. As 
Dr. GOLDMANN so eloquently warned the 
General Zionist Council, there are large 
numbers of gifted, dynamic Jewish person- 
alities whose work and sympathy could 
ensure incalculable benefit to the cause of 
Israel but who keep away as long as the 
Zionist Organisation retains its present 
almost reactionary form. 


When at the beginning of this century the 
modern form of political Zionism came into 
being, the State of Israel was merely a starry 
ideal. The mass of the Jewish people, who 
yearned for it, lived in Eastern Europe in 
extreme poverty and without rights. Today 
this ideal has become reality, and the mass 
of the Jewish people, almost half of the 
total, now lives in the Western countries, 
especially the United States, enjoying full 


therefore, have greatly changed and the 
Zionist Organisation, if it is to retain its 
strength and its appeal, must adjust itself to 


this new situation. Dr. GoLDMANN has put 
the problem—-and said much of what this 


paper has consistently pointed out in the 
past seven years—from the wide experience 
gained from his travels among all Jewish 
communities throughout the world. His 
perspective may therefore be rather wider 
than that seen from, say, Sde Boker. But, 
whether one agrees with all he says or not, 
he has thrown down a supreme challenge to 
Zionists—and they have not too long to think 
about it if they are to come to decisions next 
July. Dr. GOLDMANN has~ recognised that 


Zionism is ina rut. It urgently requires to be - 


shaken out of it and it is gratifying to find 
that one of its leaders, at least, is doing some 
original thinking on the subject. . 


FOR THE AGED | 


RECENTLY we had occasion to plead for 
the community’s support on behalf of some 
of the admirable organisations which cater 
so splendidly for the needs of the aged. 


Among these organisations, however, we. 


did not include one to which we should now 
like to direct special attention. This is the 


Jewish Aged Needy Society, which 
ish charities ‘in this 


is among the oldest Jew 
country, dating from 1829. From the very 
nature of its work, which is essentially 
personal and confidential, this society does 
not normally engage in propaganda or wide 
publicity. In fact, the full details of its 
benefactions are known only to the Hon. 
Officers, the Secretary, and the Visitor, 
although, of course, it is registered with the 
Board of Deputies and publishes a_ regular 
annual report and audited statement of 
accounts. The result of this lack of publicity, 
however, is that the society’s work is not as 
well known as it deserves to be. Nearly 
all its supporters continue to help it through- 
out their lives, but unfortunately death takes 
its toll of them each year, and the younger 
generation are not rallying to its support as 
earlier generations have done. The society 
has now completed more than a century 
and a quarters unbroken service to 
Anglo-Jewry, and its record must be con- 
tinued unabated. Its object is to ease, by 
regular weekly pensions, the closing years of 
those members of our community who, 
having enjoyed better fortune, find them- 
selves in straitened circumstances as they 
grow old. This object must assuredly com- 
mand the warm sympathy and generous 
practical support of many of our readers 
who have hitherto been unaware of the 
society’s endeavours. All whose hearts are 
moved by this compelling appeal are asked 
to write to Mr. KENNETH M. LAZARUS, 
President of the Jewish Aged Needy 
Pension Society, 14 Pembridge Place, 
London, W.2.

TOURISM 

AN indication of the increasingly impor- 
tant place that tourism occupies in the 
economic and cultural life of Israel 1s 
afforded by some figures recently announced. 
During the first seven months of this year 


30,000 tourists visited Israel, as compared | 


with 20,000 for the same period last year. 
This flow of visitors has brought a valuable 
addition of income to the country’s restricted 
financial resources. At the same time, it has 
strengthened those educational and cultural 
contacts between Israel and the Diaspora 
which are also of such vital importance. 
In this connection, too, our readers will have 
seen the reports which have been appearing 
in our columns recently of a whole series 
of world Jewish gatherings in _ Israel, 
including assemblies of Mizrachists, educa- 
tionists, physicians, students, and singers. 
This activity has its reflection in the decision 
of the Israeli Cabinet to establish a Govern- 
ment-owned company for the effective super- 
vision and co-operation of all those many 
interests which are concerned with tourism. 


As is evident from the advertisements which 


regularly appear in our columns, a great 
number of excellent agencies operate splen- 
did services by both sea and air for travellers 
between Britain and Israel. It is possible 
to travel in safety and comfort and—con- 
sidering the distances covered and the 
facilities provided—at reasonable cost. Yet 


it must be recognised that the expenses. 


‘involved in travel and hotel accommodation 
are beyond the means of many who have 
an intense desire to pay a visit to the country 
but cannot afford to do so at the present 
rates. Much interest, therefore, will attach to 
the scheme of Mr. Kruk, a German-born Jew 


now living in South America (reported by our | 


Jerusalem correspondent in our issue of 
August 26), for the provision of cheaper 
travel and less expensive hotel accom- 
modation, so. that lower-income groups 
may be enabled to join in the stream of 
tourists. There seems reason to suppose 
that, if such a development can_ be 
encouraged, the number of tourists might 
well reach 100,000 annually. 


YOUTH WELFARE 


Next Sunday, at its premises in Fordham 


Street, Stepney, E.1, a farewell reception, 
mainly for its old members, is being held 
by the Victoria Boys’ Club. This is an 
important landmark in the history not only 
of this particular club but of the whole 
Jewish youth club movement. When the 
club’s present building was erected in 1901 
it became a centre of much-needed activity 
in what was then the most densely populated 
area of East End Jewry. Its work met with 
well-deserved success, and for many years it 
boasted a membership of 350 boys between 
the ages of 13 and 18. Today, however, with 
the great diminution in the. Jewish popula- 


tion of the East End, local conditions have — 


altogether changed, Accordingly, the club 
has no longer the sphere of usefulness there 
that it once had, and it has decided to close 
down its building in Stepney at the end of 
September. Happily, its proud record of 
Service is not ended, for it has determined 
to transfer. its splendid work for Jewish 
youth to another district which desperately 
needs its ministrations. The main centre of 
Jewish population in’ London has now 
shifted to Stamford Hill, where the position 
is in some respects analogous to that of 
Stepney fifty years ago. Although there is, 
fortunately, little poverty compared with the 
old days, Jewish boys and girls need to be 
taken away from the street corners and 
attracted into a club where their energies 
can be diverted into constructive activities 
and where they can be trained to become 
good Jews and good citizens. As there are 
insufficient local clubs to cope with this 
pressing problem, the United Synagogue has 
taken the initiative in making available a 
plot of land adjacent to the New Synagogue 
in Egerton Road. Here it is proposed to 
erect a suitable building, catering for 300 
or more members, for the new Victoria Boys’ 
and Girls’ Clubs. This building will also 
be used for other purposes such as play 
centres, Hebrew and religion classes, and 
overflow services. The whole scheme shows 
true enterprise and vision, and its supporters 
include the Ministry of Education. It must 
certainly claim the interest and help of all 
who are concerned for the well-being of the 
community. 
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DEAD SEA SCROLLS 


Mosad Bialik and the Hebrew Univenae

The three scrolls which are here published 
in full for the first time are a scrol| containin 
portions of more than thirty chapters o{ Isaiah 
(ranging from chaper x to chapter |x\ 
which is known as the War of the Sons of 
Light against the Sons of Darkness. and another 
which is known as Hymns of Thanksgiving 
An account of the scrolls is given in the intro. 
duction, and some other matters. such as the 
discovery of the scrolls and the nature of. the 
find, are also treated. In the case of the Isaiah 
scroll, readings which are different from those 
of the Masoretic Text are listed and compared 
with the readings of the much more complete 
St. Mark’s scroll of Isaiah (edited by Millay 
Burrows and issued by the American Schools 
of Oriental Research in 1950), and with the 
Septuagint translation. A main point of interest 
is the fact that the text of the Hebrew Univer. 
sity scroll approximates more closel\ 10 the 
Masoretic Text than does the text of the 
St. Mark’s scroll.

This edition of the scrolls has been eagerly - 


awaited, and it can be said without hesitation 
that it will not disappoint expectations. The 
introduction jis brief, but adequate to the 


author’s purpose ; the transcriptions have been» 


carried out carefully; the plates have been 
excellently prepared; and the whole makes 4 
The. skill which 
has gone into the decipherment of the manu- 
scripts and into the identification of the smaller 
fragments can evoke nothing but admiration. 
The publication of these texts must be com 
sidered an important event in the histor) of the 
study of the scrolls, and it may confident!) be 
expected that research into the Dead Sea docu- 
ments will as a consequence be advanced 
further. Some of Professor Sukenik’s views on 
the scrolls will doubtless be challenged— 
indeed they have already been challenged as 
he expressed them from time [0 [Nic else- 
where.

The Home Menders. By Sir Basic 
Henriques. Harrap. 10s. 6d.

No one speaks or writes with greater 
authority on the problems of young 
people than Sir Basil Henriques. Club 
leader, settlement warden, juvenile 
court magistrate, and inspiring lay 
preacher, the “Gaffer’s” reputation 
is international. In his latest book he 
discusses the many, diverse, and com- 
plicated problems affecting those non- 
delinquent children who may well 
stray on to the wrong path through 
personal unhappiness, resulting largely 
from an unhappy home life. 

The title does not do justice to the 
contents, and fails to indicate the 
many subjects with which the author 
is concerned. Sir Basil traverses 
lightly the whole gamut of youth wel- 
fare problems, but as the book is 
intended for the general reader, he 
does not delve deeply into any aspect 
in the wide range of subject titles 
which form the chapters of the book. 
The reader will, however, be enthralled 
by the delightful and conversational 
manner in which Sir Basil discusses 
his important themes. It brings to 
mind the pleasure of sitting in the 
* Gaffer’s” study at the Settlement, 
listening to that inimitable conversa- 
tionalist airing his strongly held views, 
shooting off at a tangent with an 
occasional digression, and interrupting 
himself at crucial moments with a 
funny, but quite relevant, anecdote 


‘from his personal experiences. 


Parental Role 


He writes on the role of the parent 
in the. family circle, the: detection of 
family trouble, the task of the home- 
mender, with a particularly touching 
cameo on the work of the Family 
Service Units. He attacks the so-called 
free-activity techniques used in 
some schools, deplores the disappear- 
ance of old-world courtesy - between 
the sexes, and puts forward a plan 
possibility of 


well-being. of children the responsi- 
bility of one Ministry and not several 
Government departments. 

Does economic prosperity and a 
necessarily improve 
individual. character ? This poser is 


_fundamental-to the problems outlined 


in this book. The Welfare State. has 
helped people to reach a much-needed 
higher material standard of life—but 
what now ?. Home standards in terms 


of personal relationships have not . 


shown any improvement—in fact they 
have been lower in all sections of the 
community, including the Jewish 
population. In common with other 
leading social workers whose lives are 
based on sincerely held religious 
principles, Sir Basil is perturbed at 
the lack of a corresponding increase 
in personal responsibility which should 
have been a natural corollary to a 
betterment jn social conditions. ‘A 
truly religious approach to life would 
help, but how can that be brought 
about? 

There is enough material in this 
book for numerous discussion themes 
at welfare workers’ conferences, and 
Sir Basil’s style of writing, even when 
he makes a characteristically sweeping 
and sometimes unfair generalisation, 
brings a freshness which is quite unlike 
the usual staid and stodgy book on 
welfare problems.

ISRAEL’S SCHOOLCHILDREN 


T the end of the current 
summer school term, parents 
in Israel will no longer have 

to worry about their children’s 
promotion to higher classes. By 
order of the Ministry of Education, 
promotion to higher classes in 
primary schools may now be denied 
only to one out of 25 pupils (if, 
for example, the pupil has failed 
in Hebrew and arithmetic), and 
then only if all the educational 
authorities concerned agree. But 
for all practical purposes primary 
school pupils will henceforth move 
automatically to higher classes. 
What has prompted the Ministry of 
Education to take this step? For 
some years past Israeli educationists 
have been watching: with grave con- 
cern the unsatisfactory progress of 
Israel's primary school 
Though there are no statistics cover- 
ing the whole country, it is estimated 
on the basis of partial investigation 
of the records of school children that 
at least 12 per cent of Israeli primary 


school pupils were not,:in the past, 


moved to higher classes at the end of 
the school vear. 3 


Retarded Pupils 


The extent of this retardation 
among Israel’s. children was sum- 
marised by Mr. Abraham Arnon, on 
behalf of the Tel Aviv Municipality, 
in the following words: “ Every third 
pupil makes unsatisfactory progress, 
every fourth pupil is retarded, every 
fifth pupil has to pass examinations 
before he can be admitted to a higher 
form, every ninth pupil cannot be 
moved at all and must remain in his 
form for an additional year.” | 

The largest single factor in this 


‘sombre picture is. the children. of 


immigrants of non-European origin. 
Though probably not lacking in intel- 
ligence, their unsatisfactory .educa- 
tional records are largely due to the 
poorer cultural background of their 


parents, as well as to. their difficult. 


social and economic position. In 
schools where these children form. the 
majority, retardation reaches 30. per 
cent, in some schools even 50 per cent. 
It is symptomatic that there are 
schools in Israel which issue special 
leaving certificates to such children. 

But even in schools where sabras 
form an absolute majority retardation 


children.

is on a higher scale than in Western 
Europe. There are, of course, schools 
such as the Beth Hakerem in Jeru- 
salem, the Reali and Hugim, in Haifa, 


and a number of municipal schools in| 


Tel Aviv, whose educational successes 
compare with the best schools in 
Europe, but they are the exception 
rather than the rule. There can be 
little doubt that the Israeli-born child 
is on the whole less successful at 
school than are Jewish children in 
Europe. 


Intelligent Sabras 


Teachers’ views about the sabras 
are divided, and every teacher tends 
to view them according to his or her 
particular experience. There is, how- 
ever, fair agreement that the sabra is 
intelligent, keen, practical, and willing 
to do. and capable of doing, very hard 
work ; but the European teacher often 
finds him difficult to manage. Lack 
of educational success is, as far as the 
sabra is concerned, at least to some 
extent the direct result of inferior 
discipline in Israeli. schools. Needless 
to say, there are many schools jn 
Israel which are overcrowded, badly 
housed, and poorly equipped, but the 
same may be said of Britain, where 


the standard of discipline is on the 


whole higher. 

, The difficulties of managing the 
sabra do not. however, begin at 
school ; in fact, the difficulties experi- 
enced at school are often reflections 
of similar difficulties encountered by 
the parents at home. This is a 
phenomenon common to all countries 
with a predominant immigrant popu- 
lation. The children born in_ the 
country develop a kind of superiority 
complex and tend to look down upon 
their. parents who are. imperfectly 
integrated in the new society and often 
do not even speak the language of the 
country. 

In Israel there is, however. yet 
another factor to be considered. The 
Zionist doctrine ‘of the inferiority of 
the Diaspora Jew. as compared with 
the. Jew reared on the native soil of 
Palestine-Israel readily absorbed 
by the sabra, and this exercises a nega- 
tive educational influence and leads 
to a weakening of the hold which 
parents. have. upon. their children. 
Moreover, the extreme. egalitarian 
spirit fostered by youth. movements 
and child literature, the “soft”. treat- 
ment of youth: which seems to be 
axiomatic in Israeli pedagogy, the 
absence of punishments at school (not 


to speak of corporal punishment, 
which is prohibited by law)—all these 
facts make class management in Israel 
something. of a problem. 

kk must also be admitted that there 
is a certain anomaly in the unavoid- 
able fact that a whole generation of 
children in Israel has been and, to a 
large extent, is still being brought up 
by teachers from foreign countries, 
people whose language, cultural back- 
ground, and idiosyncrasies are dif- 
feremt from those of their pupils. The 
common bond of Judaism and the 
feeling of belonging to the same 
people, though theoretically admitted 
and vaguely felt by the majority of 
young Israelis, cannot be very strong 
in the consciousness of a generation 
for whom the fact of growing up in 
Israel js the fundamental fact of their 
existence. And so it is understand- 
able that the sabra child views his 
teacher with a certain feeling of 
strangeness, which is further accentu- 
ated by differences of Hebrew 
language and idiom. Teachers in 
Israel must, of course, have a very 
full command of Hebrew, but there 
are so many degrees of perfection in 
the command of a language, and the 
command of a second language 1s 
never quite comparable to that of a 
mother-tongue. 


Decision to Abolish Failures’ 
Against the background of all these 


facts. must be viewed Mr. Arnon’s 


pronouncement regarding the educa- 


tional shortcomings of Israel's school-: 


children. The decision of the Ministry 
of Education to “abolish failures” 
and to move children. to ‘higher classes 
according to their age was taken after 
thorough investigation of the records 
of retarded children. It was. found 
(and this fact is confirmed by similar 
investigations made in America) that 
the educational benefit which children 
derive from staying for two years and 


even longer in the same class is very. 


doubtful indeed. and that this measure 
tends to create more problems than 
can. solve. 


Mr. Enoch, of the Tel Aviv Educa- 


tion Authority. sums up his observa- 
tions on the failures of very young 
children in the. following. words: 
“Imagine how much sorrow and dis- 
appointment this causes ! . With 
what joy did the child set his foot 
for the first time on the thresho!d of 
the ‘temple of learning, yet only one 
year has passed and all this joy 3s 


gone, The parents and the child are

equally distressed. After the summer 
holidays the child returns to school 
with a feeling of shame and has to 
start jearning again, but this time he 
is bored and works only under com- 
pulsion.” 

The children of non-European 
immigrants jn particular leave school 
with a sense of frustration and a feel- 
ing of inferiority, which often 
engenders negative attitudes to 
teachers, the school, and society at 
large. It is, therefore, natural that 
the education authorities wish to 
remove the stigma of failure from 
these children who often cannot be 
kept at school even to the minimal 
age of 14 vears, because their pro- 
longed stay there seems pointiess to 
them and to their parents alike. The 
authorities are not happy that they 
are saving money on these carly 
leavers, A spokesman of the Ministry 
of Education exclaimed, pathetically: 
* Woe unto us for the savings we are 
making in this -way ‘” 


Promotion in Primary Schools 
Though the new order of the 
Education must be 
regarded as justified under the condi- 
tions obtaining in Israel] today, two 
important reservations must. be made. 
Promotion according to age must be 
strictly confined to primary schools. 
And as for secondary schools, pupi!s 
should be judged solely on the basis 
of entrance examinations and inteili- 
gence tests, as provided by the draft 
of the New Education Act for Secon- 
dary Schools, which, it is hoped, will 
come betore the new Knesset. it 
would’ be disastrous, indeed, not only 
for secondary education. but for the 
future of Israei, if pupils were also. 


to “move up” to secondary schools 


merely because of: their age, or—-and 
this ts an evil of another sort—accord- 
ing to their parents ability to pay fees. 

Even in primary schools it will not 
suffice merely to “‘abotsh failures.” 
lhe recent measure of the Ministry 
of Education necessitates a reorganisa- 
tion of. primary education as a whole 
and a new appraisal of methods’ of 
teaching. Whatever changes are made 
in the field of primary education they 
should not be made at the expense 
of the gifted child. The grading of 
classes in accordance with the abilives 
of the children will become. an abso- 
lute necessity in primary schools, and 
individual teaching in greatly reduced 
classes will have to supersede the rigid 
class teaching which is so widespread 
in Israeli schools. The aim must be 
to raise the immigrant child to a 


higher cultural level.and not to create 
the lowest common denominator tor

HE past decade or two have 
seen very drastic changes in 
all matters affecting the 

Jewish ministry in South Africa. 
This sudden transformation is much 


glaring in the case of 


minister serving rural communities. 

Some time ago a centre in need of 
religious services engaged a person 
capable of doing shechita and willing 
to teach the children a smattering of 
Hebrew as a language the 
elements of the Jewish religion. It did 
not occur to a smaller centre to inquire 
whether the person in question had 
any qualifications as far as teaching 
was concerned. Nor was it essential 
to consider whether the minister-to-be 
had a pleasant voice, so as to conduct 
the servicés in an attractive and 
proficient way. The smallest congre- 
gation could provide a good choice 
of readers: In fact, if the chairman 
of a congregation happened to. be 
inclined towards reading the services 
himself, a candidate with a pleasant 
voice would have stood no chance at 
all. In short, it was a religious func- 
tionary that: was required, and there 
were too many applicants for ever 
vacancy. 

Today the picture is very different 
indeed. Many of the former minis- 
ters serving country communities gave 
up their original occupation to take 
up commerce. Perhaps they were 
driven thereto by the sheer poverty 


they had to endure as ministers of » 


religion. No doubt the sense of 
insecurity which every minister felt 
very sharply as a result of the surplus 
of applicants also contributed greatly 
to the exodus from the ministeria! 
ranks to all branches of trade and the 
professions. There are many in lead- 
ing financial, social, and communal

Ministerial Problems in S. Africa

positions today, who, not so long ago, 
were “playbalis”. in the hands of 
inconsiderate and ruthless gabbaim of 
small centres. Others. again - were 
driven to larger centres by the. petti- 
ness of life in small dorps, or were 
simply attracted by the vast oppor- 
tunities of the war and post-war years. 

While the drift from ministerial lite 
prevailed hardly any -newcomers 
appeared on the scene to take their 
place, and the shortage of the. all- 
round type of minister became felt 
more and more. 


Changing Conditions 


Meanwhile, and again in a very 
short space of time, completely new 
trends developed within the Jewish 
community. Ihe demands of indi- 
vidual congregations changed accord- 
inglv. With an ever-increasing aware- 
ness ‘Of the importance of qualitative 
education, the pedagogical 
attainments of the aspirants became 
a decisive factor in the choice of a 
candidate. Yet another important 
qualification sought more and more in 
the minister of today 3s an ability and 
fitness to represent the Jewish com- 
munity vis-a-vis the non-Jews. For 
this. season the question.of..speaking 
good English, and in some instances 
Atrikaans, has become of paramount 
importance. 

A situation has, therefore, now 
arisen where many ministers of the 
older school are no longer acceptable 
to the younger generation. In many 
instances the minister remains bliss- 
fully unaware of the changed condi- 
tions until his community dwindles 
and he 1s forced to seek another posi- 


tion. But even if he were to sense 
the changed attitude of. the younger 
congregant he would, of course, find 
it well nigh impossible to adapt him- 
self-to the new. requirements. The 
simplest and fairest solution would be 
to: enable these ministers, who are in 
most cases well advanced in years, to 
retire. This, however, they are dnable 
to do. First, there is no. pension 
scheme in operation, and, secondly, 
there are no younger ministers with the 
needed qualities to take their places. 

Thus the. paradoxical position 
obtains that. although there is an acute 
shortage of ministers, those who are 
in need of changing their positions are 
unable to do so. Every community 
where a vacancy occurs tries to find 
the modern version of the minister, of 
whom there are too few available. 
Indeed, the expected services of a 
minister are much more varied today 
than ever before, and in ratio to the 


- increased demands there is a decrease 


in the number of people willing to 
enier the ministry. 

“Of the 40 ministers serving rural 
communities at the moment, only one 
is South African born. Most of the 
others come from Lithuania, though 
the more recent recruits are from Israel 
and England. Now that the minis- 
terial ranks cannot be replenished with 
ministers from Eastern Europe, the 
problem of filling vacancies has 
become very acute. 

The problem of acquiring suitable 
personnel for country areas has exer- 
cised the Ininds of the Board for a 
considerable time. It is clear that 
without religious ministration religious 
life, particularly in the smaller places, 


will disintegrate completely. As the 
body responsible for the total welfare 
ot the community, the Board of Depu- 
ties has made many endeavours to 
obtain the required religious personne!, 
lt appears certain that South Afneca 1s 
not likely to produce anywhere near 


the required number of mrnisters. 


it seems that Israel is the most likely 
place where these men can be found. 
But the acquisition of religious per- 
sonnel from Israel is fraught with 
many serious problems and difficulties, 
First, the lack of a full command of 
the English language, as is the case 
with most Israeli candidates, is a great 
handicap in discharging ministerial 
duties. Secondly, the kind of mim- 
stration as practised in England and 
South Africa is virtually unknown in 
Israel, and it therefore requires a 
lengthy process of adaptation until the 
person becomes suited to the tasks. 
During this period jrreparabie harm 
is quite often caused to the com- 
munity jn question, as well as to the 
minister himself. 


Filling the Ranks 


In the main there are two groups 
in Israel from which the ministerial 
ranks could be filled, from among the 
shochetim or the teaching professon. 
But the professiona! shochet in Israel 
would find jt most difficult to acchma- 
tise himséif. to. conditions. in. South 
Africa. On the other hand, the per- 
son brought up under the influence of 
Western culture and who is now active 
in the field of education and culture, 
is most feluctant to undertake the 
duties of a shochet, though he could 
easily adapt himself to local require- 
ments. 

Different. though im many aspects 
similar, is the position with regard to

August 12, asking me to substantiate 
my reported statement. 

Pressure. of space undoubtedly pre- 
venied you from reporting fully the views 
which | expressed at the Manchester 
meeting. Among other things, I made a 


plea that co-operation be sought from 


every section of the Jewish community, 
including those who do not practise 
Orthodox observance and/or may be 
members of non-Orthodox sections of the 
community. I did not intend to convey 
the impression that non-Orthodox §sec- 
tions of the Jewish community: have 
joined or are. joining in the attack on 
shechita. My whole purpose was that 
such sections should not do anything which 
might be used by enemies of shechita as 
supporting their attempts to prevent 
shechita being carried out in this country 
or elsewhere. 

If Rabbi Goldberg and those members 
of the Jewish community with whom he 
has influence support the steps being 
taken to safeguard shechita this 
country, nobody will be more. pleased 
than I. If, for any reasons, active sup-

Mr. Alex Robinson is. needlessly dis- 
appeinted. The comparison was not 
between. the pious few and the. vasi 
majoriiy who may appear (my _ italics) 
indifierent.”” It was between boys for 
whom their home environment comple- 
ments the teachings of the Hebrew school 
and those for whom it presents a constant 
clash of loyalties; those whose educa- 
uuon begins early, is maintained regularly, 
and continues beyond the Barmitzvah, 
and the others who begin late, attend 
perfunctorily, and leave on the day fol- 
lowing the Barmitzyah ceremony, thus 
as everything the occasion stands 
for. r.

I 
should hardly class him among our

It 
is the age of 13 and one day that has 
heen recognised, as far back as Talmudic 
limes, as a date in a boy's life marking 
his entry into the religious obligations 
and privileges of an adult. But there is 
no specific reference in Talmudic, or con- 
temporary, literature to the ceremony 
itself or to the name by which if is now 
known.

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“MY CRICKET MATCH” 
A Boyhood Memory

‘ORN and bred in Yorkshire, it 

was, of course, inevitable that 

Il should become a cricket 

“fan.” Indeed, it would have been 

inconceivable that I should have 
been otherwise. 


Always diligent at practice and ever 
ready to play in matches, however 
few aside, I never really rose much 
above the “ Rabbit” stage, either as 
batsman or bowler, but being pretty 


safe in the field | figured regularly 


in the team; and in one never-to-be- 
forgotten lads’ game I did emerge as 
“ top-scorer "—ten runs obtained, | 
readily admit, more by good luck than 


Like most Yorkshire schoolboys | 
was a member of a lads’ cricket club. 
It should really have been called * The 
Cheder Club,” for we were all 
cheder boys; but we compromised 
and dubbed it “ Leylands,” the name 
of the neighbourhood in which we 
all lived. We had our own home- 
made rules—they would never have 
been sanctioned by the M.C.C.—and 
the one most rigidly observed was that 
the “ top-scorer’ in any match should 
carry the bats home. 


Two Bats 


Our gear never consisted of more 
than two bats—those used for prac- 
tice were home-made—a set of stumps 
and two balls. On match days these 
had to be smuggled out of the owners 
homes and just as. surreptitiously 
returned afterwards, for these games 
were always played on Shabbat. My 
schooling ended five years after Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee, and in those far-off 
days all forms of outdoor sport were 
strictly prohibited on Shabbat. 

On that memorable Shabbat. when 
I walked home as “top-scorer” from 


the ground where the game had. been 


played, | proudly carried the bats 
over my shoulder as a soldier carries 
his rifle. Just as we turned a bend in 
the lane I spotted Father, the very last 


person I expeeted to see in that out-° 


of-the-way district. Hastily dropping 
the bats I turned and fled, running 
far quicker than I had ever sprinted 
down the pitch when essaying a short 
run, fervently hoping Father had not 
seen me. 

Alas no! For after Maariv when 
I went home—I had purposely kept

away from dad meantime—I had 
hardly entered the housé and uttered 
the convential “Gut Voch,” when I 
was greeted by an irate parent with 
the words: “Ost haint gut cricket 
geschpilt, Zunani?” followed imme- 
diately by a resounding smack on each 
cheek and the peremptory command 
to “go to bed, but don’t forget to 
read the Shema first.” All said in 
Yiddish, of course. 
No Supper 

Mother's plea that I first be allowed 
to have supper—I had had no tea— 
was sternly vetoed ; and so, hungry and 
with stinging cheeks, but still highly 
elated with my afternoon’s achieve- 
ment, I went off to bed thinking this 


was the last 1 was to hear of my 


crime of having so wantonly 
desecrated the Shabbat, No. such 
luck ! For much severer and more 
heart-breaking punishment, as I then 
thought and still think, was in store 
for me. 

The following Shabbat—a glorious 
summer's day, ideal for all forms of 
outdoor enjoyment—-l was not allowed 
out, except to go to shool for service, 
and after dinner was made to accom-

where my clubmates. were playing, 
wondering how the game was going. 
Like many. of the congregation I was 
almost sent to sleep by the Maggid’s

Full six decades have elapsed since 
those memorable Shabbatim, 1, 
possibly, am the only one still alive 
of the club members who played. in 
that game, for I Jong ago moved 
from, and lost all touch with, my 
native town. Yet there still remains 
vividly clear in my memory every 
incident connected with, and the sequel 
to, what I have ever afterwards 
looked upon as * My Cricket Match.”

A Zionist Pioneer 
To the Editor of Tut Jewisu HRONICLE 


Sir,—On reading the article “ The 
Call to Zionism, which .appeared ip 
last week's Leeds Supp.ement, | was 
very surprised and indignant {9 
observe that no reference had heen 
made to my late father, David Segal 
who was one of the earliest Zionist 
pioneers in this community. 

When he came to Leeds in the late 
1890s he threw himself enthusiastically 
into. the work of spreading the Zionist 
ideal, and was one. of the founders of 
the Agudat Hazionim Society and Syna- 
gogue. He was for twelve consecutive 
years the Chairman of the Agudat 
Hazionim, a record which has not been 
equalled by any predecessor. or suc. 
cessor in that office.. Together with his 
colleagues he was responsible for making 
that body the premier Zionist society in 
Leeds, with a large meeting hal! which 
became the centre of Zionist activity, and 
with a synagogue which had a substantia] 
Congregation, of which the late Dr. 
Brodetsky was an honoured member. 

He ‘was also for some years the Chair. 
man of ihe Mount Sinai Beacon of the 
Order of Maccabeans, which also worked 
effectively for the Zionist cause. 

He found time, at the sacrifice of his 
personal interests, to do a great deal of 
communal work and. with the late Noah 
Silverman, conceived the idea of estab- 
lishing a Home for Aged Jews in Leeds. 
He was a founder of that organisation 
and remained: closely identified with: it 
until! his death. It is, however, as a 
Zionist idealist and a staunch supporter 
of the movement through good times and 
bad that he will be remembered by those 
members of the community who do really 
recollect the early days of Zionism in 
this city. 
On-his untimely death in.1949 a hesped 
was held in the Chapeltown Road Syna- 
gogue of the United Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, in the presence of hundreds of 
mourners, and the Rev. Dr. Sanker. who 
delivered the address. after reviewing my 
late father’s many activities, referred to 
him in cenclusion as “ a Prince in-Isracl,” 
as, indeed, he was.

Progressive Group's Policy 
To the Editor of THe Jewtsu 


Sir,—Is Saul, too, among. the 
Prophets? It was with deep regret 
that I noted that Mr. Krausz has 
decided to throw in his hand with 
the campaign of Mr. Percy Cohen, 
Mr. A. Super, and others directed 
against the Progressive Group and its 
policy. J would like to protest against 
the method of argument introduced 
by Mr. Krausz. 

Since he does not agree with the Pro 
gressive Group, Ms aciivitics must, of 
course, be “subversive” and per- 
nicious.”’

We 
fee! that the Board of Deputies should give a 
lead in. this. direction. Is this subversive 
acuvity ? Is this an jllegitimate policy for -people

Why, we shout our programme from 
the housetops: have announced ou! 
existence to all and sundry. There is no 
mystery about our existence and activities. 
We feel that we have made a lasting con- 
tribution to the advancement of. the 
Board of Deputies.

Procedure in Libel Trial 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsu CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—Mr. Landau’s letter in your 
last week's issue is baffling in. the 
extreme. He agrees with Mr. Vardy 
that in criminal libel where justifica- 
tion is pleaded the burden of proving 
the justification is on the defendant, 
but, for reasons unstated, takes the 
view that the departure from this vital 
rule in the Kastner-Gruenwald case 
did not affect the result of the trial. 
Why ” 

Next, the opening of the case with 
Kasiner’s evidence is a mystery io Mr. 
Landau—and that surely was Mr. Varcy s 
main point-—but why a politcal mystery? 
What possible political gain could the 
Attorney-General or the Government 
have hoped to obtain by the curious pro- 
cedure of making Kastner testify and lay 
himself open to cross-examination. 
hopelessly handicapped by his ignorance 
of the allegations against him, unless, of 
course, the suggestion is that the Gov- 
ernment was interested in losing its case? 

Not least surprising is the final. para- 
graph. Mr. Landau would fave us 
believe that Mr. Vardy was wrong in 
sublimating into a principle of English 


law the aphorism ‘that justice must not 


only be done but must also appear to be 
done. <A brief reference to. judicial 
ty might be of assistance; 
R. v. East Kerrier Justices (1952) 2 Al! 
FE. R. 144. at page 146 per Mr. Justice 
Deviin : 


“| should like to state what I believe to 
be the principle on which the Court w 
acting. We are not dealing with a case of 
actual. injustice . We are dealing. with 
an infringement of the rule that justice nuit 
‘not only be done, but must also manifestly 
appear to be done. The courts have 
held in the. nast that it is important not only 
that justice should be done, but also that it 
should be seen to be done. . It. ts 
preferable he (the defendant) should go free 

. father than that that .rule should be 
infringed.” 


However, most difficult of all to 
understand ts Mr: Landau’s. conclusion 
that, notwithstanding the admitted irregu-

larity of procedure and the concession 
that justice might not appear to have 
been done, justice was nevertheless done 
in the Kastner-Gruenwald trial. It would 
be interesting to know what convinces 
Mr. Landau that justice was in fact done 
to Kastner despite the infringement of 
what is clearly a fundamenta principle 


of English justice.

Qur CORRESPONDENT writes 
Mr. F. M. Landau’s letter in your issue 
of September 2 states: Where any 
criminal libel has been published, the 
Crown proves publication by calling the 
printer and the distributor of the [ibel.”’ 
| assume that they would be in the dock. 
Accordingly. the prosecution in England 
do not usually prove their case by calling 
the defendant. Clearly he could refuse to 
give evidence on the ground that the 
giving of the evidence might tend to 
incriminate him. 

if it is desired to prove a fact and it is 
necessary to calla co-defendant, then if 
he pleads guilty he should first be sen- 
tenced. or -otherwise the prosecution 
Should offer no evidence, and after the 
jury have returned a verdict of “ not 
guilty.” then, and only then, can he be 
called by the prosecution. At that stage 
he is not only a competent but a com- 
pellable witness, because he is no longer 
in jeopardy. If indicted again, he can 
plead autrefois convict if he has been 
found guilty, or autrefois acquit if he has 
been found not guilty. 

Should the person it ts desired to call 
be unwilling to give. evidence on the 
ground that the giving of the evidence 
might tend to incriminate h'm, then. if he 
is not a co-defendant, the proper course 
is for the Director of Public Prosecutions 
{to give an assurance not. to prosecuic. 
This. assurance would not prevent a 


private prosecution from being started, . 


but the Director of Public Prosecutions 
has the right to intervene and take over 
a private prosecution, and doubtless the 
Attorney-General would, if the person 
were sent for trial, enter a nolle prosequi. 
A pardon under the Great: Seal is, how- 
ever, the conventional constitutional way 
to «safeguard someone who may. feel 
nervous of assisting the prosecut'on.

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DESOLATE SYNAGOGU ES OF VENICE 


Origin of the Word Ghetto 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHronicie 


Sir,—I wish to add a few remarks 
to Mr. Simmonds’s article concerning 
the synagogues of Venice, published 
in your last week's issue. Having 
myself been in Venice as recently as 
two weeks ago, I regret that Mr. S'm- 
monds should have chosen a photo- 
graph of the Schola Spagnola_ to 
illustrate his article; it is the only 
synagogue in Venice equipped with an 
organ. 

According to information given by the 
shammas, the second Schola Tedesca, 
built in 1532, 1s used for Divine services 
in alternate years, one of the Sephardi 
synagogues being used during the other 
year. The first Schola Tedesca (1528) and 
the Schola Italiano (1575) are permanently 
closed and are completely devoid of Sifrei 
Torah, parochet, and other ritual appur- 
tenances. On the ground floor of the first 
Schola Tedesca I discovered what were 
obviously the remains of a mikva. <A 
feature common to all five synagogues is 
the situation of the almemar at the rear. 
As far as I know this is an example of 
Minhag Venezia. 

It is worth while recalling that the term 


“ ghetto,” as’a designation of the Jewish 
quarter, originated in Venice. In the carly 
part of the sixteenth century it was decided 
to move the Jews from the Giudecca to 
an area Known as the New Foundry or 
Ghetto. Nuovo. <A few years later the 
Levantine Jews were concentrated in an 
adjoining area known as the Old Foundry 
or Ghetto Vecchio. In both areas strict 
secgregauon from their Gentile acighbours 
was maimained. Thus it came about that 
the carlier synagogues are in the Ghetto 
Nuovo and the later synagogues in the 
Ghetto Vecchio, a matter which appears 
paradoxical at first sight. 

Quite by accident | came across the old 
Jewish cemetery, which is situated on the 


-Lido, Riviera S. Nicolo, opposite the 


ferry-boat landing stage. IT was unable to 
Zain access to it, and while the synagogues 
are kept in good. repair, judging by thei: 
appearance, the Bet Hayim appears to be 
completely neglected. ‘Large trees and 
bushes are growing on and around the 
yraves. 

Incidentally one of. the specialities 
offered: by most Venelian restaurants. is 
artichoke alla Giudea. which their English 
menus list, as artichoke cooked in the 
Jewish style. For obvious: reasons [ was 
unable to sample this, and | shall be grate- 
ful if any of your readers could furnish 
details of the recipe

N our weekly readings of the Law 
] we are now approaching the end 

of the forty years’ wanderings of 
the Israelites through the wilderness. 
All-this time on the long and weary 
march. through the parched desert 
towards the Promised Land, they had 
been living in rough huts of branches 
and reeds. But as they approached 
nearer, the huts became more ‘and 
more green probably. were 
decorated fancifully with some of the 
growing vegetation which we imitate 
in our booth on Succot. While Moses 
is summing up the Law. so that the 
people will lead a good life when they 
reach their journey’s end. let us take 


a peep into the Promised Land as the 


people saw it. 

Here we are on the shores of the 
so-called Dead Sea. Those of us who 
know the meaning of the Hebrew 
words, realise that its name mo 
signifies a Sea of Salt. 
to prove most useful as it was filled 
with valuable minérals and salts. It 
lies about 400 metres below sea-level 
and is. said to have been formed from 
the canals of the Vale- of 
Siddim. The deposits brought down 
were of immense value in those days 
as well as in ours. Fo swim in the 
Dead Sea is an experience people never 


forget, as the salts that make up its 
composition prevent’ one from. sink- 
ing, even if one cannot swim. 
Scenic Beauty 
Then the people let their gaze

Jordan wandering peacefully through 


the plain into the Dead Sea, which 
stretched out like a shimmering mirror. 
From the east side they saw the blue 
tinted mountains of Moab capped by 
Pisgah, from which Moses would soon 
he looking into the land promised to 
Israei. 

In those days, balsam plants grew 
profusely in the-plains of Jericho and 
the people on the other side of the 
Jordan could smel! the sweet-scented 
plants. 

When the spies went to Jericho they 
returned to report how early the frutts 


began to ripen. Later, they were to 
discover that this was because the 
valley of Jericho 1s the lowest spot in 


Palestine and there 1s much greater 
heat to swell the bud. The youngest 
tribe. Benjamin. was lucky enough to 


have this part of the land allotted 
All fruits and. 


them for their portion. 
vegetables grow to more than average 
weight in this well-favoured part of 
the land 


River Valley 


The. people saw the waters of the 
River Jordan flow downhill through- 
out their journey in the land of Israel, 
and they knew that the name Jordan 
was to have come from the Hebrew 
word. TT to. descend. 

Can you imagine the longing looks 
of the people as they gazed over the 
River Jordan, knowing that soon they 
would reach. their destination ? For 
it was the people who had. been 
children when they left Egypt that now 
stood as elders and seniors. ready to 
lead the way across the river. 

But some of them were happy and 
content to remain on the east side of 
the Jordan. and these were the tribes 
of. Reuben, Gad, and half the trtbe of 
Manasseh. They had grown rich in 
cattle and therefore preferred the 
pasture-land as their inheritance. They 
begged permission. to remain there, 
and at once they built sheepfolds for 
the cattle and erected cities for them- 
selves and their voung families. We 
can guess how excellent the land was, 
that these two and a half tribes were 
loath to leave from the names of the 
ciues there There was one called 

tatoth, which means ™ garlanded 
with fruits”: another was called 
Dibbon, the equivalent of “ flowing 


flavour ” 


The sea was. 


with honey ”; while a third had the 
name Nimrah, the “ gaily-coloured,” 
so called because the ground of this 
city was bright with fruits ; and there 
was also Seban, “ perfume.” 

And it was on this side of 
the Jordan, among the possessions of 
the two and a half tribes, that Moses, 
shortly before his death, founded the 
cities of refuge. Certain cities were 
to be set aside which would serve as 
sanctuaries for anyone who had slain 
a person unintentionally. Moses was 
most anxious that these cities of refuge 
Should be appointed, he more than 
other people. It is said that “he that 
hath tasted of a food knoweth tts 
Moses had once been 
forced to flee on account of having 
slain an Egyptian, and so he under- 
stood the feelings of the man who is 
pursued for manslaughter that he has 


committed unawares: 


Moses continues to sum up the Law 
for the people. He knows their weak- 
nesses and how quickly they forget, 
and he makes a stirring appeal to them 
to hearken to the voice of God: and 
he continues : “For this commandment 
which I command thee this day, it 1s 
not too hard for thee, neither is it 
far off. It is not in heaven 
neither is jt beyond the sea . but 
the word is very nigh unto thee.” And 
the Sidra concludes : “ For that is thy 
life, and the length of thy days: that 
thou mavest dwell in the land which 
the Lord swore unto thy fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, 
give them.”

THE SALZBURG FESTIVAL 


Superb Dramatic and Musical Talent

Even Salzburg has hardly ever seen 
such a splendid array of dramatic and 
musical talent as it assembled for this 
year's Festival (which has just ended). 
and which brought to the Mozart city 
a record number of tourists from all 
over the world. There were two or 
three different performances or con- 
certs each night for almost six succes- 
Sive weeks, all fully booked. Seats 
for a Mozart opera were at a premium 
months before the Festival opened.

THE MENDELSSOHN ORGAN 
SONATAS 
By BERTRAM B. BENAS 


Music periodically. undergoes a 
revaluation, and after a considerable 
stretch of depreciation, largely conse- 
quential upon the predominance. of the 
Wagnerian School, rather than Wagner 
himself. who was not without recogni- 
tion of some .of Mendelssohn's 
qualities. Mendelssohn's. music looks 
like enjoving a well-merited and oOver- 
due revival of interest. 


When one recalls the .brevity of ‘his 


career, the range - and extent.of his 
creative. output are. astonishing, and the 
indebtedness of later. composers to- his 


technique in composition ts far 
than is generally acknowledged: 
temporary writer, Percy. Young, put it as 
high as to say. that Neither. Parsifal 
nor ‘The Dream of Gerontius would 
have been as. we know. them. but for 
Mendelssohn.” Neither. Wagner. nor 
Elgar was. guilty of plagiarism, but each 
in the works cited explored further the 
territory of the mystical in music which 
was reopened by Mendelssohn since it 
had been largely deserted after Bach.

New Territory Opened Up 


These reflections are suggested by the 
issue of a recording of Mendelssohn's 
Organ ~Sonatas* played by Arnold 
Richardson on the organ of the Royal 
Festival Hall. Here again Mendelssohn 
opened up new territory. He applied the 


sonata scale of. structure, rather .ihan 
strict sonata form itself, for the organ, 
and with outstanding. success. The 
development of chorale themes, fugal 


movements. march tunes. and lyrical slow 
movements. cach found their place in one 
or other of these epoch-making departures 
in the repertory of the organ. 

In these works Mendelssohn 
inaugurated a New era in the composition 
of organ music. One may perhaps go so 
far as to say that he enabled organists 
and their later composers to think of 
organ music in fresh terms, and the 
sonatas form a junction pom between 
the old and the new music for what has 
been called in the past the king of 
instruments. If one may carry the meta- 
phor a stage further. one may say that 
Mendelssohn re-established the monarchy 
of the organ on a firm footing, and

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Obituary 
DR. NOAH BAROU 


The death occurred in London on 
Monday of Dr. Noah Barou, Chair- 
man of the European Executive of the 
World Jewish 
Congress, at the 
age of 65. 

Noah Barou was 
born in Poltava, 
Ukraine. At the 
age of 15 he joined 
the Jewish Defence 


illegal Poale Zion 
movement. In 1908 
he took up his 
studies at the Uni- 
versity of Kiev and 
became Secretary 
of the Students’ jp, 
Union, but after 
being arrested three times for activities as 
a Jew and a Socialist he was deported, 
and later continued his studies in Heide!- 
berg and Leipzig. Following his return 
to Russia in 1913 he was very active in 
Zionist, C6-operative, Trade Union, and 
war relief work. He came to London in 
1922 as a director of the “ Centrosoyuz ' 
(C.W.S.) office 

Dr. Barou was one of the architects 
of the World Jewish Congress, founded

gn 1936, and became Chairman of iis 


European Executive in 1948. He took a 
leading part im starting the negotiations 
which led to the payment of compensa- 
tion. by Germany to the State of Israel. 

He was an active, member of the Board 
of Deputies and of tts Defence and 
Foreign Affairs Committees; and a Vice- 
President. of the Trades Advisory Coun- 
cil and Chairman of its Economtc and 
Publications Commitices. 

A leading member of the Fabian 
Society, Dr. Barou was a member of its 
Executive Committee from 1943 to F9S!. 

He published numerous books and 
pamphlets on the co-operative and trade 


union movements, including The 
Russian Co-operative Movement ~ (1927) 
Co- -operative Banking (1932). World

(1944), Co-operation in 
the Soviet 


Union” (1946). and The 
Co-operative Movement. in Labour 
Britain ” (1948). For the Trades Advisory 
Council he wrote “ The Jews in’ Work 


and Trade (1945). 
The Funeral 
Among those present ai the funeral 
on Wednesday were the Israeli Ambas- 


sador, Mr, E. Elath: the Marchioness of 
Reading, President of the World Jewish 
Congress (British Section): and repre- 
sentatives of the Board of Deputies, the 
Zionist. Federation, the Jewish Agency, 
and Poale Zion. 

Mr. M. L. Perlzweig. Political Directo: 
of the World Jewish’ Congress, _ who 
delivered the address, said: “None of 
us has words to express what we feel 
about this man, with his shining integrity. 
his. invincible moral courage. He 
belonged to the tiny company. which 
constitute the salt of the earth. He paid 
the price for #t. He spent himself—and 
he knew it, but his conviction remains. 

In a message of condolence. on 
the death of Dr. Barou, Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, President of the World Jewish 


Congress, said that his death was an 
inestimable joss to the W.J.C, and the 
whole Jewish people. “Few | Jewish 
leaders equalled him in profound under- 
standing of Jewish probiems.”’ 


A FIGHTER FOR FREEDOM 


By JOSEF FRAENKEL 


Noah Barou lost his mother when he 
was only a few weeks old, and he was 
subsequently brought up by his grand- 
parents. His youth was steeped in the 
ancient melody of the Torah, in the 
visions of Zionism, and in the magic of 
new idcas. 

While still at grammar. schog! he 
became a fighter for freedom, though this 
was fraught with danger, the probability 
of arrest and of transportation: and 
when barely 15. he joined the Jewish 
Defence Group and the “secret” Poale 
Zion, which was more radical in Eastern 
Europe than in the West. 

From 1914 onwards he took an active 
part in the Co-operative and Trade 
Union movements. As Honorary Sccre- 
tary of the Jewish War Relief Organisa- 
tion, between 1915 and 1917, Barou did 
much to help Russian Jews m need 

He was among the organisers of the 
memorable Poale conference tn 
Kiev in 1917, and he and Ber Borochoy 
were nominated Poale Zion delegates to 
the Congress. of Minorities.” Turbu- 
lent years followed, marked by frequent 
clashes between Poale Zion, the Bund. 
and the Jewish Section of the Communisi 
Party Jevsektzia 

In London, where he arrived 192z, 
he “became one of the founders of the 
World Jewish Congress. He attended 
Congress House, the headquarters of the 
W.J.C. in Europe, almost daily, and was 
present at alf Plenary Assemblies and 
other international conferences of | the 
W.J.C., playing a leading role wm ibe 
deliberations. Barou the man 
‘en route,” im constant contact with Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann. President. of the 

J.C. He was. indefatigable in carrying 
out the onerous duties of a Chairman of 
the European Executive, and a member 
of the World Executive. 

The man who writes the history. of 
“ Resutution one day will have to start 
with Barou., It was he who initiated the 
preliminary discussions with Germany. 
In the first draft of the Adenauer Dec- 
laration, Israel was not even mentioned. 
and it was Barou and Goldmann who 
made the — leaders realise that 
Israel must tthe. main beneficiary. of 
collective 

He often disregarded rules and regula- 
tions when practical proposals -were at 
stake. His view that Jews “ necd sechel 
(common sense) apart from parliamentary 
procedure” has become a by-word 
many organisations, among them the 
Board of Deputies. and the Trade 
Advisory Council, in which he played an 
important part for many years. 

Barou remained faithful unti! the end 
to the ideals of his Poltava youth and io 
his belief in social justice. He migt 
best be characterised by a declaration. of 
Professor H. P. Chajes, the late Chief 
Rabbi of Vienna: “Every heartbeat. 
every ounce of my strength, every fruit 
of my spirit. every day of my life, shall 
unreservedly belong to the Jewish people 
and to its historical task—the hberation 
of mankind.” 


MR. WOLF BERMAN 

Mr.. Wolf Berman. whose death 
occurred recently in Dublin at the age 
of 83, was one of the oldest surviving 
members of the original Adelaide Road 
Synagogue and had served on its Coun- 
cil (writes our DuBLIN CORRESPONDENT). 
He had also been Hon. Secretary of the 
early Jewish Club, and Hon. Secretary 
of the Dublin Board of Shechita, on 

which he also represented his congrega- 
tion. He was one of the founders of 
the Philanthropic Loan Fund and was. 
up to four years ago. a Trustee of the 
Board of Shechita. 


MR. P. JOSEPHS 


The community of Neweastie upon 
Tyne mourns the death of Mr. Phil 
Josephs, who gave yeoman service to 
many organisations in the community 
(writes our. NEWCASTLE CORRESPONDENT). 
He was at one time Hon. Secretary. of 
the Old Hebrew Congregation and Trea- 
surer of the. Public Hebrew Schoo! in 
Rye Hill. He Hon. Life  Vice- 
President of the new congregation al 
Gosforth and Kenton and had held office 
as President. He was also Trustee of 
the Board of Shechna. Mr. Josephs was 
an original member of thy Representative 
Council when it was formed in 1941. Ai 
the funeral the Rev. S. P. Toperofl paid 
a tribute to him for his devoted services 
to the community.

TROUBLE FEARED IN MOROCCO 


-Incessant Radio Propaganda 


From a Correspondent 


Posters have been affixed by Moroc- 
can Nationalists in towns and villages 
calling for a general strike on Mon- 
day. “if by that date the aspirations 
of the Moroccan people are not satis- 
fied.” Monday is the day on which, 
according to the recent Aix-les-Bains 
agreement, the formation of a repre- 
sentative Moroccan Government is to 
take place. 

After a period of comparative calm 
tension iS again rising, and individual 
attacks by terrorists this week have served 
to heighten Jewish anxiety. It is feared 
that a strike might unleash a new wave 
of terrorism, especially as recent compli- 
cations in the thorny problem of dynastic 
succession make tt unlikely that a repre- 
sentative Government will be formed by 
the stipulated «date. 


Resident-General’s Tour 


_ The sttuation is being inflamed through 
incessant propaganda .by the neighbour- 
ing Arab radio: stations urging the 
peoples of. North Africa to launch a 
* holy war” against European rule. The 
French. Government has instructed its 
diplomatic representatives in the Arab 
countries. tO protest vigorously against 
this vicious radio campaign. 

Meanwhile, General Boyer de Latour, 
the new French Resident-General, who 
succeeded M. Grandval, has taken an 
early. opportunity during the lull in the 
disturbances. to visit. the places that 
suffered most in the riots of August 20. 
At Oued Zem, where, as reported in. THE 
JewisH CuHronicce last week, three Jews 
were. killed, he met Mme _ Fischbacher, 
widow of the head physician of the muni- 
cipal hospital who was one of the first 
victims of the Moslem mob. The General is 
reported to have been visibly moved when 
Mme Fischbacher criticised: the attitude 
of the ‘local authorities, who, in spite of 
warnings of the impending attack by 
Berber tribes, took no steps to protect 
the lives of the. threatened . populace. 
“ What matters now.’ Mme Fischbacher 
said to the Resident-General, the 
faie of those who survived.”

Latour received the local rabbi, who 
called. on him at the General's request, 


JEWS SUPPORT MODERATE 
NATIONALISTS

Abandoning their traditional attitude 
of mute neutrality as between the 
Moorish Nationalists and the French 
Protectorate authorities, responsible 
Moroccan. Jewish leaders have now 
openly declared, themselves in favour

the lines of the Tunisian settlement. 

Following the. agreement reached 
het ween Moroccan Jewish and 
Nationalist delegates behind the scenes 
of the Franco-Moroccan conference. at 
Aix-les-Bains (reported last week), Maitre 
Meyer Toledano, a well-known 'Casa- 
blanca lawyer, acting in his capacity of 
Secretary-General of _the Moroccan 
Central Committee of the World Jewish 
Ceneress, has published in the Parisian 


Monpe an. article entitled The 
Morocco of Tomorrow.” in which. he 
describes the Nationalist movement as 


* natural and irresistible.” 


France's Rights 


Maitre Toledano said that “ if, instead 
of ihwarting a natural and. irresistible 
movement. France will facilitate the 
political evolution of the couniry, the 
grateful Moroccan people will never: be 
able to contest the intangible rights of 
France in Morocco, the exercise of which 
is essential to her rOle of a great world 
Pow 

Afier. reviewing Moroccan history, 
Maitre Toledano, states in the name of 
the Moroccans (with whom he apparently 
identifies himself—-the Jewish delegation 
at Ajix-les-Bains did so specifically, call- 
ing the Jewish community an “ integra! 
part” of the Moroccan people): ° The 
Moroccans are convinced of the necessity 
of.insialling in. Morocco a genuine demo- 
cracy, but without attempting short cuts 
which would run counter to the normal 
historical development and to the social 
and political conditions of the country.” 

‘In the present phase of the process 
of transformation, the task is to set up 
a parliamentary monarchy, wherein the 
Sovereign will reign, but not govern. The 
transfer of sovereignty to an_ elected 
Parliament.” he said, should remove from 
the person of the Sovereign the power to 
govern, which power will be entrusted 
to a Ministerial Cabinet. The Moroc- 
can State will no longer have any kind 
of religious character. Instead of a 
religious law. a liberal and democratic 
Constitution will determine its organtsa-

tion. . . . Thus all the State services 
will be open to all Moroccans alike, 
whether they be Moslems, Christians, 
Jews, or atheists. 

"* Until such time as a sufficient num- 
ber of qualified Moroccan civil servants 
have been trained and the country has 
attained rea] economic independence, the 
rights and obligations of Morocco, in 
its relations with other nations, would 
continue to remain in the care of 
France. . . . Inside the country, the 
Constitution, essentially democratic, 
would guarantee to all inhabitants, with- 
out distinction of race. nationality, or 
religion, the fundamental liberties written 
into the Declaration of Human Righis 
by the United Nations, especially the night 
to freedom of movement.”

now formally arrayed Moroccan Jewry 
behind the moderate Nationalist and the 
liberal French elements who advocate 
peaceful co-existence in Morocco on the 
Tunisian pattern.

$10,000,000 ALIYA DRIVE 
IN U.S.A.

The National Executive’ of the 
United Jewish Appeal has launched a 
$10,000,000 campaign to finance the 
emigration of 10,000 Moroccan Jews 


to Israel in October and November.

U.J.A.’s Director, Rabbi H. A. Friedman, 
had reported on his visits to Europe, 
Israel, and North Africa, and had -urged 
the immediate launching of an emergency 
campaign to facilitate. the aliya of 
Moroccan Jewry. 
A U.J.A. official announced here this 
week that even before its decision to 
initiate the campaign $250,000 had been 
at the week-en@ raised to assist Moroccan 
Jewry. U.J.A. workers, he said. would 
conduct the campaign in 300 of the main 
cities of the U.S.A, 


Hope of Equal Rights 


While. U.J.A. leaders. here are 
emphasising the gravity of the Moroccan 
situation, Mr. J. M. Engel, President of 
the American Jewish Committee, has 
issued a statement which says that though 
Moroccan Jews suffered greatly during 
the recent disorders, “all responsible 
confirm the fact that these 
unfortunate incidents were the result of 
the general state of unrest in Morocco. 
and with few exceptions were not directed 
against Jews as such.’ .He added that 
there were indications that Moroccan 
Jews would receive equal rights with 
Moslems if the territory was. granted 
representative government. 

A three-day conference of 1,000 Jewish 
leaders from the United States 
Canada will begin in Washington today 
(Friday). The-purpose of the conference 
is tO inaugurate an intensive campaign to 
help Israel to achieve economic. inde- 
pendence.

organisation, the conference will discuss 


methods of enrolling large numbers of

Jewish wives or husbands of Jews should 
be treated as victims of Nazi persecution 
and are therefore entitled to benefit 
from the restitution laws. 

Exceptions could be made only in the 
few cases where the non-Jewish pariner 


had separated from the Jewish partner: 


not under Nazi pressure but voluntarily.
